SALE -OF SWEETMEATS. 
(BEFORE JUDGE SHANNON.) 

Fox’s Glacier Mints, Ltd., of Leicester, 
England, applied for an injunction to re- 
strain Mr. William Cullen, 53 Lower 
O'Connell street, Dublin, and his agents and 
servants, from selling or offering for sale 
sweetmeats not of the plaintiffs’ manufacture 
under the “name of glacier mints; from 
passing off in any manner goods not of the 
plaintiffs’ manufacture as or for -the goods 
of the plaintiffs’ manufacture, and from in- 
fringing the plaintiffs’ trade mark No. 

13,563, 

Mr.. Price, K.C.; and Mr. Tobias (in- 
structed by Messrs. Porter, Morris and Co.) 
appeared for the applicants, and Mr. Over- 
end, K.C., and Mr. H.. Poole (instructed by 
Messrs. A. and L, Goodbody) ,for Mr. Cullen. 

Mr. Price explained, that the plaintiffs’ 
company was formed in 1925, when the busi- 
ness of Mr. Fox was taken over by them. 
A large part of their business consisted of 
the manufacture of glacier mints, The right 
to use Mr. Fox’s name was also taken over, 
and the price paid for that «right was 
£42,000. . The plaintiffs registered a trade- 
mark in England as Fox’s Glacier Mints, and 
later on they registered that trade-mark in 
Ireland. 

There was a rival firm in England, called 
Barker and Dobson, Liverpool, who manu- 
factured a similar sweetmeat to that of the 
plaintiffs, and named it glacé mints. Mr. 
Cullen at one time purchased and sold Fox’s 
glacier mints, but it was alleged that he was 
now selling Barker and Dobson’s glacé mints, 
and that when two women called at his 
shop on the 7th October last and asked for 
glacier mints the assistant gave them glace 
mints... The price of the two sweetmeats 
was the same. 

On the following day the plaintiffs’ soli- 
citors wrote to Mr. Cullen calling his 
attention to the sale, and asking that the 
practice should cease. Mr. Cullen s solicitors 
replied that he was not aware that goods 
other than those asked for had ever been 
supplied by.his assistants, and that it did 
not seem reasonable to hold a person respon- 
sible for: the result of confusion in the 
pronunciation of the two words “' glacier ”’ 
and ‘* glacé.’’ 

Captain . Armstrong, manager íor the 
plaintiffs, said that they spent many 
thousands of pounds annually in ‘aélvertising 
their glacier: mints, and had acquired good 
business in Dublin since they sent: two girls 
and a man, who went around in a motor car 
distributing free samples of the sweetmeat 
to the public generally, 

Mr. Overend asked for a’ direction. from 
the judge on the ground. that the words 
‘glacier’? and ‘‘ glacé”’ were capable of 
ambiguity as to their pronunciation. An 
isolated case of ‘ passing off,’’ he submitted, 
was not sufficient to found a case like this. 


The Judge said that he would give a direc- 


tion on the infringement of the patents, but 
not on the passing off count. 

Mr, William Cullen, the defendant, in reply 
to Mr. Poole, said that he had never stocked 
Fox’s glacier mints, but if he ran short of 
Barker and Dobson's he would get a bottle of 
Fox's from the local agent. He had never 
sold Barker and Dobson's for-Fox’s, and he 
had no intention of doing. so. 

In cross-examination, Mr. Cullen said that 
he had refused to give an undertaking not to sell 
one class of goods for the-other, because he 
was satisfied that no such thing had occurred. 
He said that he should not be bound when he 
was not doing anything wrong. 

Miss Florence Synnott, an assistant in the 
defendant’s shop, said that whenever she was 
aSked -for glacier mints, and had not cot 
them, she told the customer so, and then. re- 
commended, Barker and Dobson’s mints, which 
were ' something similar.” 

The case had not concluded at the rising 
of the Court. ”

I am afraid that in some of 
these doss-houses the  accorimodation 
offered consists principally of bare boatds, 
and very little luxury in the way of 
lodgings. 


Brewers’ Barrels. 


Apart from estimating their numbers, 
writes a correspondent, I wonder how 
many people could make a rough guess at 
the value of one of the loads of empty 
casks referred to in your paragraph tlie 
other day. These vessels are made of the 
finest American white oak, imported from 
the Southern States, and the value of the 
largest cask, the butt or pipe. is roughly 
about £10. There is no European oak 
long enough in grain to be able to stand 
the rough usage which the casks receive in 
transit. English brewers use the Russian 
variety, but the world’s supply of oak is 
running short, and, if America had not 
gone dry, there would probably be none 
available at the present time. Therefore, 
casks are precious, and when they fall 
into the Liffey and drift out to the sea, the 
owners are very anxious to recover them. 
I have heard it stated that on one occasion 
a cask of beer, which was being loaded on 
a ship for Liverpool, fell out of the 
‘“‘ slings,”’ floated away to sea, and was 
found in the Mersey some weeks later, 
having made the journey by itself. 

Some years ago a barge was swamped 
in the Liffey, and its deckload of full 
casks floated down the river. The 
news went before it, and on that occasion 
the population of Ringsend showed 
remarkable seamanship and _ resource. 
Most of the casks were recovered empty, 
but it would have been hard to find a 
household vessel in the neighbourhood 
that did not, contain part of their contents. 


The Joys of Urchinhood. 


The other afternoon I was going along 
the Crofton road, Kingstown, which is at 
present “up” for repairs. At the 
turning off which leads between the coal 
merchants’ yards a pile of sand shot on 
the read had made a very effective dam for 
the rain. The gutter for some distance 
had been a miniature lake, about three 
feet wide. As it was a mild day, some 
small urchins were enjoying themselves in 
ways which are denied to better-class 
children. At the eastern shore of the lake 
two small boys were squatted. One had a 
cheap toy motor, which he was running 
into the water and laughing with delight 
as each time it disappeared and left no 
trace, except for a few muddy bubbles. 
The other was pushing a block of wood up 
and down on the surface, and puffing as 
he did so.

A 
big girl was jumping across the middle of 
the lake and back again, and at the 
western shore a small one was Crawing a 
toy spade through the water and calling 
cut—‘' Nor-A!

‘AC ossop. 


A reference to William Mossop, the 
eighteenth century Irish coin engraver, 
recalls the fact that a relative of his 
achieved considerable fame about the same 
time as an actor. This was Henry 
Mossop, born in 1729, son of a rector 
of Tuam. He was sent to Trinity College, 
but, adopting the stage as a profession, 
first appeared on the boards of the Smock 
Alley Theatre, playing for three nights 
running the part of Zanga in “ Revenge,’’ 
and receiving ‘‘ uncommon applause.”? In 
London he ranked next in popularity to 
Garrick and Barry; nevertheless, he died 
in 1773 in such abject poverty that at his 
decease he was said to have had only 14d. 
in his possession. He was excellent in 
character parts, especially those in which 
he was required to portray ire, ambition 
or regal tyranny. In fact, so fervently 
did he cast himself into the part he 
played, that an amusing story is told 
how, after acting “ King Richard,” he 
flew into a rage with the servant at his 
lodgings for appearing with a small piece 
of candle, and rebuked him sternly for 


not having “a fit taper to light his 


majesty to bed.”’

“ Angel's Music.” 


Having recently heard the carillon of 
bells temporarily erected in Hyde Park, 
before being sent to New Zealand, I found 
myself wishing that it were possible for 
people in this country to hear what has 
rightly been called ‘ angels music.” 
Hitherto it has been necessary to visit 
Bruges, or Mechlin, or Antwerp to hear 
the art of the carillonneur at its best: 
for, even in England, famous for its 
bells and bell-foundries, there are only 
one or two keyboard carillons. Yet the 
making of bells is probably the oldest 
English industry; the foundry at White- 
chapel was established 359 years ago, and 
one of its first castings was the fifth 
bell at Westminster Abbey, which has 
been in use ever since. Another bell at 
the Abbey was cast about 1310, and is still 
in perfect condition. From all over the 
world, especially from the United States. 
orders, come to the famous old establish- 
ments at Loughborough, Croydon and 
Whitechapel, and bells weighing ten or 
eleven tons are sometimes shipped obroad. 
The habit of giving names to bells, such 
as the well-known Big Ben in London. 
Great Tom, at Oxford. or Great Peter. 
at York Minster, shows the affectionate 
regard in which steeple music has always 


been held, 


Germany’s Great Financier. 


Dr. Schacht, whose retirement from the 
Reichsbank is announced, will always be 


remembered as the man who, in the 
darkest hour of Germany's post-war 
existence, not only saved his country 
from national bank- 
ruptcy, but made her 
credit fair in the 
eyes of the world. 
Seven years ago, at 


the age of forty-five, 
and, as a director of 


the Dresdner Bank, 
he was appointed 
Currency Commis- 


sioner, and given the 
task of checking the 
downward plunge of 
the mark. His efforts 
were immensely suc- 
cessful, and were 
followed by his 
appointment to the post of President of 
the Reichsbank ; in this capacity he has 
re-created the currency basis in the 
Fatherland and restored Germany’s inter- 
national financial reputation. 

His retirement will, no doubt. cause 
comment in political circles, both at home 
and abroad ; for rumour has not been slow 
in connecting his name with the German 
Chancellorship. Tall and straight, his 
manner and bearing are as: stiff, almost. 
as is his figure in build. When, a short 
while ago, he acted as the chief German 
delegate to the Reparations Conference in 
Paris, his attitude was criticised, and he 
himself was widely blamed for the dead- 
lock which occurred towards the end of 
the sitting. 


The Pinkeen Season. 


The marble season is in full swing, and 
for some time to come tops will be flogged 
with tireless energy: but I did not realise 
that pinkeen fishing had begun until I 
met two small boys carrying all the 
familiar paraphernalia, and plodding 
home wearily, though still uplifted by the 
sport they had enjoved. 

A stick cut from the hedge, a piece of 
string, a bent pin, and a few worms, such 
is the necessary equipment, and a glass 
jam pot to serve the same purpose as the 
crystal globe, where gold fish swim and 
devour ants’ eggs with appetite. Each of 
these boys had a jam pot, in which 
worried pinkeens were bumping their noses 
against the sides. and in each jar there 
were fragments of moss, and even leaves 
from the roadside plants that micht tempt 
the avpetites of the captives. Every now 
and then the fishermen halted to examine 
their catch, and held much earnest conver- 
sation about the size of the various fish. 
One remembered regretfullv the fate of 
pinkeens in jam pots, and the shock with 
which the proud owner found them next 
morning, floating starkly, underside up. 


Imported Pigs’ Heads. 


The other day (writes a correspondent) 
I watched a tramp steamer discharging a 
cargo of general goods from Liverpool. I 
was particularly interested in a large con- 
signment of casks which were branded 
“ Pigs’ Heads. Produce of Denmark.”’ 
Heretofore I was under the impression 
that all the pigs’ heads sold in this 
eountry were of Irish production. In 
fact, it is only in Ireland, I think, that 
the famous country dish, pig’s cheek and 
cabbage, is regarded as a great delicacy. 
Occasionally in some Dublin restaurants, 
when pig’s cheek is on the menu, the de- 
mand is so great that it is pretty soon 
“on.”

NORTHERN SENATOR'S 
CORIUTICISM,

In the Northern Senate yesterday, the Ad- 
dress in reply to the King’s Speech was 
moved by Senator Barclay (Labour-Unionist). 
He was sure, he said that the House would 
appreciate and welcome the useful and practi- 
cal measures outlined in the Speech, and 
would give them their cordial mee when 
they were brought forward. The s ipbuilding 
industry had made progress during the year, 
and it was to be hoped that the improvement 
would continue. The linen industry had not 
been all that could be desired, but new 
methods were to be adopted. 

Major A. FE. Dobbs, who seconded, said he 
hoped that a solution of the problem of flax- 
growing would be found, and so enable the 
Ulster farmers to produce the finest quality 
flax, and so oust the foreigner from their 
market. 

Referring to the efforts that are being made 
by the Empire Marketing Board, he said that 
he greatly deprecated the use of the adver- 
tising boards of that organisation being filled 
with pictorial displays enhancing the products 
of the Irish Free State at a time when the 
Press of that State was trying to boycott the 
goods of Northern Ireland, a state of affairs 
that had taken place within the past twelve 
months. 

NATIONALIST SENATOR'S REPLY. 

Senator Campbell, R.C. (Nationalist) re- 
gretted that any remarks should have heen 
uttered that could be construed as unfriendly 
to the Irish Free State. He was totally un- 
aware of any such endeavour on the part 
of the Press or people of the twenty-six 
counties of Ireland as had been mentioned hy 
the seconder of the Address. He’ hoped that 
they would not forget that they were all Inish- 
men. (Hear, hear.) 

The reference in the speech to education 
would carry indignation and dismay to every 
Catholic citizen of Northern Ireland. It was 
clear from the nature of the reference’ that 
there was no sign of any willingness on the 
part of the Government to understand and 
appreciate the point of view of the minority, 
or to mitigate their grievances. No hope 
was held out to the minority, but every hope 
was held out to the majority in Northern 
Ireland. 

In the twenty-six counties the Protestant 
clerical managers, whose people formed only 
seven per cent. of the people, had been 
treated with generosity and good will, and 
he hoped that the coming bill would be a 
gesture of good will to the minority m 
Northern Ireland, who formed 35 per cent. 
of the people. 

TOWN PLANNING. 


Sir William Coates. Bart... Lord Mavor of 
Belfast. welcomed the reference in the 
speech to town planning, which, he said, 


would be welcomed by local authorities, ond 
especially the Belfast Corporation, 

Senator Leslie said he thought the people 
of Ulster did not desire that their children 
should educated without having thew 
minds directed towards religions questions. 

Senator McAllister (Nationalist) said that 
the King’s speech, in regard to education, 
was a disappointing document. The Govern- 
the

ment was endeavouring to assuage 
Protestant conscience by protecting their 


schools and children at the expense ol others. 

The reterence of the seconder of the resolu- 
tion to the Irish Free State might have 
serious consequences. They were petty re- 
ferences, and were to be deprecated. 

THE EDUCATION BILL. 

Viscount Charlemont, Leader of the Senate, 
said in regard to the new Education Bull. 
that the safeguarding of Protestant interests 
did not mean endangering the interests of 
others. One of the main objects of the new 
bill was to secure in an even greater degree 
the hearty co-operation of the various 
clements of the community without disturb- 
ing the democratic character of the Act ol 
1923. 

The bill which had been prepared in regard 
to personation at elections would be intro- 
duced at an early date, and followed generally 
the lines of ihe Committee's report. 

The House adjourned until to-morrow,

FISHING RAIDS. 


TO THE BDITOR OF THE IRISH TIMES. 

Sm —The letter from Mr. A. Farrell, 
French Consular Agent at Waterford, deny- 
ing the report of French fishing smacks raid- 
ing the lobster pots of South Wexford and 


Waterford fishermen does not disprove the | 


fact that a raid was carried out by a number 
of French fishing boats on Sunday, February 
93rd, on the well-known Saltees lobster 
grounds. Mr. Farrell asserts, on the authority 
of a Dunmore lobster-man, that French fish- 
ing vessels were sheltering in Dunmore over 
that week-end. Were they a blind for the 
master of the Muirchu, who lay at anchor 
in Waterford Harbour while their sister ships 
were illegally fishing inside the Saltees? W hen 
the Muircha appeared on the scene on the 
Monday following, these poachers reached 
further off shore, but returned and picked 
up their pots when the Muirchu left. 

These are facts that were _witnessed by 
many reputable observers. It is well known 
that these acts of piracy by foveign fishing 
vessels, trawlers as well as lobster boats, on 
what should be the property of the inshore 
native fisherman are on the increase since the 
withdrawal of the British Coastguard service. 
It is humanly impossible for the Muirchu 
efficiently to patrol the long seaboard of the 
Free State from Louth to Donegal. 

The harm done to Irish lobster-fishing by 
these raiders is incalculable, and will be ielt 
more in future years. Not only do they 
capture mature lobster and crayfish, but I 
am told that thev retain the immature fish 
and carry them home alive in special tanks 
for transplantation on the French coast. 
Some day, when the complete destruction 
takes place of the Irish lobster industry, the 
question may receive more consideration 1 
the Dail than the curt dismissal of this 
subject by the Minister for Fisheries last 
Thursday. It is hard enough for the native 
fisherman, unequipped and helpless, to look 
on while foreign fishing craft of all descrip- 
tion come in hundreds to his shores and 
carry off the rich harvest of the sea; but it 
is a mean form of robbery to steal in on 
the Sabbath and raid the restricted area that 
the law of the land should protect for him, 

I would ask you, in the interests of the 
fishermen of all Ireland, North and South, 
to give prominence in your columns to these 
truths. even if they do disturb the harmony 
of Franco-Irish relations.—Yours, etc.,

LAND AND FISHERIES. 

TO THE EDITOR OF THE IRISH TIMEs. 

Sir,—Having got rid of our iniquitous land 
laws and licensed freebooters, which were too 
long a blot on our civilisation, we have now 
got to deal with our fishery laws. Well- 
considered epinion believes reform to be long 
cverdue, as these laws have been responsible 
for irritating litigation, which not only has 
squenched sport, but has caused some of our 
best several fisheries to cease being paying 
propositions, especially in rivers that run 
through localities where flax is extensively 
grown. I know one river in Ireland which 
was said to be not only one of the best salmon 
and trout rivers, but one of the earliest. No 
netting being permitted on the river, it was 
the angler’s paradise, and in the old coaching 
davs many of Dublin’s wealthv citizens 
journeyed north annually for the early Spring 
fishing. Now it is practically derelict, This is 
regrettable ; for it is the only river, go far as 
T know, in this country where specimens of 
the Rhine salmon are occasionally to be met 
with. Doubtless, these splendid fish were 
introduced by the monks, those pioneers of 
industry and learning, who, until the sup- 
pression, of the Order, exercised control over 
the river. 

If it were enacted that poaching and river 
pollution were offences punishable by 1m- 
prisonment of not less than six months, then, 
with our present efficient and independent 
courts of summary jurisdiction, the poacher 
and the poisoner soon would be eliminated. 
Then our rivers might, with a little assist- 
ance, resume their fertility, notwithstanding 
the piffle that we hear about walls of nets 
around our coasts being responsible for the 
scarcity of fish. The root trouble is at our 
cwn door, for milhons of salmon fry, hatched 
annualiy in our rivers, never reach the sea; 
aid year after year no effort is made to put 
an end to this appalling waste. 

As the demand for de-rating has become so 
persistent, it is plainly the duty of the State 
to provide the means not only for de-rating, 
but also for the resuscitation of derelict 
fisheries and development of untenanted 
lands, so that production, the tree on which 
wealth grows, may be considerably increased.

Sir,~ saw the Rugby match played 
against France this year in Belfast; it was 
a sad sight. I heard the first half of the 
match played at Swansea last Saturday, and 
then I had to shut off my radio. “' Ireland's 


ball; it’s in, No, it isn’t. Now it’s in. 
Wales has it. Very bad heel out.” Then 
again, ' Ireland's ball; it's in. Wales has 


it. Very smart heel out. A has it, now B, 
now ©; punted into touch. Gained about 
five yards.’’

Almost without exception Wales 
seemed to get the ball, and to be keeping up 
great pressure on Ireland, except, I think, 
for two what I may call “flashes in the 
pan ”; for they were little more.

A good deal 
of water has flowed under Carlisle Bridge 
since I played football in Morehampton road, 
in Clyde road, and in the College Park, and 
laid the foundation stone of what is now 
Lansdowns road. We played real football 
then, and I can quite well remember my 
disgust when Wales introduced the passing 
ames and, in my humble opinion, ruined 

ugby football. I cannot remember in those 
days ever meeting or hearing of a boy who 
had more than one, or at most two, caps 
if he played for two different sides (as, for 
instance, for Ireland against England, and 
for England against Scotland); and I never 
saw or heard of a bald-headed boy playing 
international football. ee 

I was myself eightetn years when IT was 
asked to play for Ireland against. England 
in Dublin; and I was nineteen years when 
[ was asked to play for England against 
Scotland, and I was then in my prime so 
far as football was concerned. Ireland ought 
to win every time, and to do this they will 
hav’ to take the game more seriously than 
they have ever done. They must do away 
with all the handball, and use the feet thai 
God has given them; they must play for 
Ireland, and they must never have a player 
ot ovbr twenty years on their side.—Yours, 
etc., ** Usroue.”’

_A sitting of the Free State Grain Commis- 
sion was held at Government Buildings, 
Dublin, yesterday, to consider a further state- 
ment from the lrish Grain Growers’ Associa- 
tion, represented by Mr. J. J. Bergin, Athy, 
Honorary Secretary. Mr. J. J. McElligott, 
Chairman, presided, and the other members 
of the Commission were Professor J. B. 
Whelehan, and Dr. J. H. Hinchcliffe. 


THE REVISED MEMORANDUM. 
Mr. Bergin, having been sworn, was gues- 
tioned by the Chairman, who asked him 
if he swore generally to the accuracy of 
the revised memorandum submitted to the 
Commission ? - 

Mr. Bergin— Yes, subject to some smal] 
errors. 

Chairman—Has this document been sub- 
mitted to the Grain Growers’ Association? 

Mr. Bergin—No, 

Chairman—This document only embodies 
your own views? 

Mr. Bergin—As far as I know it embodies 
the views of the Committee of the Grain 
Growers’ Association. | 

Chairman—Did you take any steps to as- 
certain if the memorandum did contain their 
views? No, beyond conversations. 

Answering further questions, he said that 
the Grain Growers’ Association did not meet 
since October last, and at that meeting he 
got instructions te put forward the case for 
the growers 

The Chairman said that the Commission 
had had -n opportunity of examining the 
amended statement put in. by Mr. Bergin 
since the last public sitting, and they re- 
gretted that the statement was disfigured 
with many of the blemishes contained in the 
previous statement, which the witness said 
that he would withdraw. 

Mr. Bergin—I came here for a definite pur- 
pose, and I am prepared to do that, but | 
will not accept from you or anybody else a 
lecture on the same lines as that administered 
to me by you the last day. I have prepared 
my case, and I am ready to listen to any 
criticism of it that you like. If you want 
to make a statement I should have a copy 
of it. I cannot ba expected to reply to it 
now. 

Chairman—Afte. I have made it you can 
reply. 

Mr. Bergin—I will answer criticism, but 1 
will not have lectures. 

THE GRAIN GROWERS’ FINAL CASE. 

Chairman—i am yoing to make a state- 
ment whether you care to listen to it or not. 

Mr. Bergin—Ilf you wish | will leave the 
room. 

Chairman—I do not want you to leave the 
room. The memorandum you have now sub- 
mitted is the final case for the Grain Growers’ 
Association. 

Mr. Bergin again interrupted, and was 
told by the Chairman that he was conducting 
the inquiry, and he would have to be allowed 
to speak. 

Mr. Bergin—I am only insisting on my rights 
in submitting the review of the evidence as 
it was arranged that I should. I have put 
my statement in writing and have sent it to 
the Tribunal. You are trying to take 
advantage of me, and I am not going to 
listen to it any longer. 

Professor Whelehan said that the Chairman 
was not taking an unfair advantage of Mr, 
Bergin, and he did not think that it was 
unreasonable to say that there were blemishes 
in this statement. First of all, the Chairman 
had not completed half a dozen sentences 
when Mr. Bergin interrupted, without know- 
ng exactly what he was going to say. 

Mr, Bergin again made a remark, when 
the Chairman said that if there were any 
more interruptions, the meeting would end 
there and then. 

The Chairman then read a statement con- 
taining the Tribunal’s view of the amended 
memorandum put in by Mr. Bergin. 

THE STATEMENT. 

The statement was as follows:— 

“The Tribunal have had an opportunity 
of examining the amended statement ot 
evidence put up by you since the last sitting. 
We have to regret that that statement is 
disfigured by many of the blemishes to 
whic 
with the statement which you originally 
submitted, but decided to withdraw on the 
occasion of the last sitting. The present 
statement is over-weighted with the same 
mass of statistical tables—tables which, in 
the main, are foreign to the subject matter 
of the enquiry which the Tribunal were 
appointed to conduct, Whilst it is true that 
the Tribunal were required to consider and 
report upon the effect, if any, which the 
adoption of the grair growers’ proposals 
would be likely to have upon tillage and 
the production of cereals in the Saorstat, we 
were not specifically called upon to enquire 
whether or not the promotion of additional 
tillage in an agricultural country like this 
was an end to be desired; nor were we asked 
to investigate and compare different methods 
of farming and to report which type was best 
suited to this country, matters already fully 
investigated by the Commission on Agricul- 
ture appointed by the Government. 

“é Such an investigation would involve very 
prolonged enquiry and the expenditure of a 
great deal of time. The sole purpose for 
which the Tribunal were appointed was to 
enquire’ whether the particular proposal 
advocated by the Irish Grain Growers’ 
Association was practicable and could be 
adopted for the benefit of growers, without 
serious disadvantage to any other important 
interest in the country. 

THE MAIN QUESTIONS. 

“ Consequently, the main questions really 
at issue from the beginning were:—(a) What 
charges would be involved for conversion 
purposes in the case of home-grown grain in 
order to produce a meal consisting of 85 per 
cent. maize and 15 per cent. home-grown 
rain, so as to give a mixed meal of equal 
eeding value to maize meal; (b) whether, 
having regard to the prices current at any 
time & pure maize meal, those prices, less 
the charges ascertained at (a), would afford 
growers a remunerative price for tne pro- 
duction of home-grown grain; and, assuming 
a satisfactory answer to that question (c) what 
administrative machinery would be required 
to secure that the prescribed blend would be 
genuine and to guard against the admixture 
of adulterants, such as the by-products of 
some kindred milling process or of damaged 
or inferior grain. agis 

“ During the progress of the inquiry the 
Irish Grain Growers’ Association were asked 
on more than one occasion to focus their 
attention on these main issues and to restrict 
the scope of the inquiry as far as possible 
within these limits, if any hope were to be 
held out of the Tribunal being in a position 
to complete their work satisfactorily within 
a reasonable time. Despite this, the Asso- 
ciation put up witness after witness to prove, 
not any of the matters really at issue, but 
rather propositions which have never been in 
controversy, such as that it was desirable for 
feeders to blend home-grown grain in the 
rations for live stock. 

A ROVING EXAMINATION. 

“The Association (as requested by you) 
pursued this policy even to the length of 
producing several instructors in agriculture 
from different counties to describe experi- 
ments in feeding which the Department of 
Agriculture had not only organised in those 
and other counties, but, moreover, had col- 
lated and tabulated, and published for the in- 
formation of all: concerned. and the soundness 
of which, so far as the Tribunal are aware, 
had never been disputed. With one excep- 
tion, none of the Jong array of witnesses you 
put forward made any attempt, nor, so far 
as could be seen, were any of them in a 
position to do so, to assist the Tribunal in 
the elucidation of the principal questions 
really at issue. é 

‘Finally, you embarked upon a roving 
examination of the whole agricultural post- 
tion, putting in masses of statistical tables 
and making deductions therefrom, many of 
which, as already pointed out to you, are 
quite fallacious, in order to convince the 
Tribunal on matters with-which they are not 
at the moment directly concerned. Where 
you do attempt to deal with matters imme- 
diately pertinent to the inquiry, 4s, for 1n- 
Stance, the costs of conversion, you take a 
basic figure as representing the price of home- 
grown grain lower than the lowest figure 
stated on the sworn testimony of any of your 
witnesses as the lowest at which the pro- 
duction of home-grown grain would prove re- 
munerative to the growers.

GAS VERSUS ELECTRICITY. 

At the meeting of NEWRY Urban Council, 
which was held last Monday night, it was 
reported by the Town Clerk that, despite the 
introduction ot the electric light, the Urban 
Council’s gas works had not been affected in 
the slightest, the consumption showing an 
increase of over 299,000 cubic feet as com- 
pared with the previous year.

PROPOSED CORK EXHIBITION.

committee is now coming to a close, and in 
a very short time they expect to be able 
to report definitely to the public the results 
of their investigations. In the meantime the 
committee are taking steps to ascertain what 
financial support they may rely on from the 
merchants, manufacturers and traders of 
Cork.” 

LIVERPOOL FIRM'S PURCHASE. 

Mr. J. V. Rank, principal of the firm of 
Messrs. Joseph Rank, Limited, millers, 
Liverpool, which has acquired an interest in 
the mills and associated concerns of Messrs. 
Bannatyne aud Sons, Limited, LIMERICK, 
has purchased ‘‘ Shannon Lawn,’ North 
Circular road, Limerick. It was lately the 
residence of Captain Sir Francis Kearney, 
formerly Clerk of the Crown and Peace, who 
has for some time past taken up residence in 
England, and the house and grounds were 
put up for sale by Messrs, A. J. Sexton and 
Son, auctioneers. They were withdrawn at 
£800, but were subsequently sold to Mr. Rank 
for £900 and fees, 


DOCTOR AND VACCINATION. 

In the FERMOY District Court, during tho 
hearing of cases for non-compliance with the 
Vaccination Acts, Dr. M. A. O’Brien, local 
medical officer of health, dispensary medical 
otlicer, and registrar of births, said that 
vaccination was productive of all that was 
good, and it was most unfair to the medical 
ofticer, as well as to the general public, and to 
the public health authority, to have such 
statements made. He had been vaccinated 
when he was a child; he was vaccinated when 
he was thirteen years, and again at twenty- 
two. If these people were subjected to a 
smallpox outbreak the doctors would have io 
remain up all night in order to carry out 
vaccination. 


CASE DISMISSED. 

At NEWTOWNHAMILTON last Monday, 
before Major M'‘Callum, R.M., Frank 
Hannon, Cathedral road, Armagh, was 
charged with being in pursuit of game at 
Cladybeg without having a game licence. 
Mr. J. G. Lennon (for defendant) said that 
Hannon had taken his dog and another young 
dog out to train them for coursing with two 
elder dogs, and what the constables really 
witnessed was not a hunt’ or pursuit of game, 
but a “course.” He further contended that 
as no kill was proved a conviction could 
not be sustained. The Magistrates, however, 
held that there were three decided cases to 
the contrary, and that it was not necessary 
to prove a kill. Mr. Lennon then argued 
that as the police had not been able to prove 
that the animal pursued was a hare or some 
kind of game, the summons could not be 
sustained, The Magistrates agreed with this 
contention, and dismissed the case.

BOTTLE OF STOUT THAT “* FLEW.”’ 

At NEWTOWNHAMILTON Petty Sessions 
last Monday, Mrs. Sarah O'Hanlon, 
Maphoner, Forkhill, was charged with a breach 
of the Licensing Acts at one a.m.,on October 
1, and five men were summoned for aiding 
end abetting. The evidence for the defence 
was that there was a social in Mullabawn 
Technical School, and that owing to the 
crowded state of the building the men came 
down to Mrs. O’Hanlon’s to have a quiet 
chat. Mrs. O'Hanlon swore that she had the 
keys of the bar with her in her bedroom, and 
nce drink was supplied. As to the light which 
the sergeant said that he saw in the bar, 
witness said that 1t was a reflection from an 
adjacent fire to mature the stout. The 
whiskey found in the bar was the remains 
of a ‘“‘half-one’’ a man got to dress a cut 
earlier in the night, and the bottle oí stout 
was one that “flew.”

SCHOOL ATTENDANCE ACT.

Regarding the Board’s inquiry as 
to whether a certificate from the manager of 
the school would be accepted as evidence of 
a child’s illness, the Mimster said that that 
question was entirely a matter for the 
District Court. Colonel HR. P. Wemyss Quin 
said that a greater hardship on the children 
would be if a loophole was provided for the 
parents to keep them at home, The Chairman 
said that the certificate from the doctor cost 
7s. 6d.. and Mr. Cooney said that 1t was half 
a week s waces in many cases. 
FERMANAGH FORESTRY SCHEMES. 

The ENNISKILLEN Chamber of Com- 
merce some time ago passed “a resolution 
urging the Northern Ireland Ministry of 
Agriculture to push forward extensive 
schemes of re-afforestation in the county. 
Replying to that resolution, in a letter to 
the Fermanagh Committee of Agriculture, 
which had adopted the resolution, the 
Ministry stated that efforts had been made 
on several occasions in recent years to 
acquire additional land in County Fer- 
managh for forestry purposes.. In cases 
where suitable land appeared to be available 
the owners either declined to sell or refused 
to accept a price passed upon the value of 
the land from a forestry point of view. Mr. 
A. Anderson, J.P., said that the Govern- 
ment would not take a small piece. They 
must have a large acreage. Mr. Mont- 
gomery Irwin, J.P., said that he purchased 
some 2,000 trees from the Ministry some 
three years ago, and he never saw such poor 
specimens in all his life, 

DOCTORS’ RESIGNATIONS. 

At the meeting of the Co. WEXFORD 
Board of Health and Public Assistance which 
was held last Monday, Mr. M. J. Jordan, 
T.D., Chairman, presiding, resignations were 
received from Dr. O’Brien, surgeon at the 
County Hospital, from his position as lecturer 
in surgery to the probationer nurses in the 
hospital, and from Dr. T. E. Pierse as 
lecturer in medicine, ‘“‘owing to a resolution 
of the County Medical Association.” The 
Secretary (Mr. T. D. Sinnott) said that he 
heard unofficially that at a meeting of the 
Medical Association a resolution was passed 
calling on them to resign, as the fee for the 
lectures was insufficient. Miss N. O’Ryan 
said that the Health Board offered the doctors 
two guineas per lecture, and the Free State 
Local Government Department reduced the 
fee to a guinea. The Secretary said that as a 
result of the resignations the probationer 
nurses would not be able for their examination 
in June. It was decided to send the Chair- 
man and the Secretary to the Free State 
Department for Local Government a letter 
about the matter, and a resolution was passed 
censuring the Medical Association for 
interfering. 


to show how this result—apart from an 
enormous increase in the percentage of the 
admixture—would help to solve the problem 
which really gave rise to this inquiry— 
namely, that of the disposal of the surplus 
grain already produced mainly in the South- 
Eastern counties of the country. Several of 
your own witnesses when asked why, 
instead of growing grain for sale, 
they did not feed it to stock, swore 
that lack of capital was the prime 
difficulty. But, for the purpose of your case, 
you argue that, if encouraged to grow more 
grain, they will need to grow more roots, 
and they will need to, and will provide stock 
to eat those roots; yet you make no attempt 
to show in what way they will find the 
capital to provide the stock. 

“On the basis of your own figures, it is 
evident that they could not obtain it from 
profits to be derived from the additional 
acreage of grain, seeing that the price you 
accept as likely to rule for the grain would 
be Jess than the price which they swore to 
be the lowest which would remunerate them 
for the production of grain. While appre- 
ciating the difficulties that naturally aed 
the Grain Growers’ Association, and also 
appreciating Mr, Bergin’s efforts to marshal 
evidence in favour of his proposals and to 
get definite dates on the detailed, but highly 
important, aspects of the matter, we have to 
regret that the evidence submitted has not 
advanced as much as we would have wished 
towards the elucidation of the questions to be 
determined. We may be forced to look else- 
where to obtain the information necessary for 
this purpose, thus prolonging the inquiry and 
inevitably delaying the report.” 


A HERGULEAN TASK. 


The Chairman added that his reason for 
asking if the memorandum had been circu- 
lated among the Association was that he 
thought that criticisms of it might have 
directed Mr. Bergin’s mind .into channels 
which might possibly improve his case. He 
had no idea of lecturing anyone. The 
Tribunal was only anxious to lighten Mr. 
Bergin’s task as well as their own. 

“We have not,” he weht on, “ received 
from the Grain Growers’ Association the help 
to which we think we were entitled.” 

Professor Whelehan said that there was 
nothing jn the Chairman’s statement to which 
Mr. Ber in could have objected, They 
realised that he had undertaken a Herculean 
task, in which he was not materially helped 
by his Association. They had no grievance 
against Mr. Bergin, but they had against his 
Association. : 

Mr. Bergin replied that he did not circu- 
Jate his statement among the members oí the 
Association because of the expense of typing 
it, and because he knew that it would take 
months for most of them to go through it in 
a way that might enable them to give any 
material assistance. He had done the best 


that he could for the ple whose é cars 
he knew well. He aimed all along at 
pressing on the Tribunal the necessity for 
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maintaining the area under as a 


national asset. 


SAN to the amended statement, put, in 
by Mr. Bergin, the Chairman pointed out 
that it started by drawing comparisons with 
Denmark, and he quoted a number of 
statistics. As those covered only two years, 
the comparisons were quite unreliable. He 
had not taken into account the inherent 
differences of the two countries. ‘The climate 
of Denmark was much more favourable for 
agriculture than that of Ireland, and so was 
the soil. 

The standards of living and the costs of 
labour were different in the two countries. 
The average farmer in Denmark was content 
to eat margarine to export his butter, but the 
Irish farmer would not do that. The cost of 
agricultural labour was lower in Denmark 
than in Ireland. 


IRELAND'S PRODUCTION OF FOOD. 


After a discussion on the subject of rainfall 
as it affected agriculture in each of the two 
countries, the fribunal arrived at the figures 
in the tabulated statement, showing that 
while in Denmark the percentage of tillage 
was 65.5. in the Free State it was only 12.6, 

The Chairman remarked that those who 
talk about the decrease in tillage in Ireland 
do not take into account the increase in the 
yield per acre because of the improved 
methods of farming. It was a fact that this 
country had been producing greater quantities 
of food for man and beast than at any time 
in the 19th century. | 

Following a discussion dealing mostly with 
percentages, Professor Wheléhan said that the 
two counties of Cavan and Monaghan were 
already using for feeding up to 50 per cent. 
of their home-grown grain. Monaghan grew 
more grain per 1,000 acres than any other 
county, except Wexford. Under Mr. Bergin’s 
proposal those farmers would be forced to 
send their grain to the maize millers, and buy 
it back mixed with maize. To his mind that 
was the great difficulty in the whole scheme 
for requiring 15 per cent. of home-grown 
grain to be added to all maize products for 
animal consumption. In his opinion the diffi- 
culties of the counties that had raised the 
question would be better met by a more 
balanced system of farming. 

Mr. Bergin replied that Cavan and 
Monaghan together milled 233,620 ewts. of 
maize, and he did not see why they should 
not say web less maize and get their feeding 
stuffs from another county in the Saorstat. 
The whole scheme was to reach people who 
were not growing sufficient grain for them- 
selves. 

Mr. Bergin was still being examined when 
the Commission adjourned until 11.15 this 
morning.

THE QUARTERLY MEETING. 
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PAPER ON PABIS AND 
DUBLIN, 
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The Right Rev. Monsignor Wall, P.F., 
V.G., 8t. Mary's, Haddington road, pre- 
sided at the quarterly general meeting of 
the members of the Conferences of the 
Society of St. Vincent de Paul of Dublin 
and the vicinity, held in the Mansion House, 
Dublin, on Sunday. There were 579 mem, 
bers of the Society present, including sixty 
new members. 

The President of the Council of Ireland 
announced that the annual retreat for the 
members of the Society would begin on 
Passion Sunday, 6th April, in the Chapel of 
St. Ignatius, St. Francis Xavier’s Church, 
and would be conducted by the Rev. Father 
Kirwan, 8.J. The President also referred 
to the loss the Society had sustained by 
the death of Brother James Mahony, who 
had been for a great many years a member, 
and afterwards President of St. Mary’s Con: 
ference of the Society, Haddington road. 

THE OFFICIAL ORGAN, 

A Vice-President of the Society read an 
interesting paper on the subject of The 
Bulletin, the official organ of the Society. 
The paper was particularly designed for tho 
enlightenment of members of the Society on 
the part which is played by The Bulletin 
in helping to promote the objects of the 
organisation, whose activities are world- 
wide. Dealing with a particular issue of 
I'he Bulletin, the reader of the paper said 
that its principal feature was au address by 
the President of the Central Council of 
Faris on the Society in the Parisian suburbs, 
delivered in the presence of the late 
venerated Cardinal Dubois, the great feature 
of whose episcopate was the work of 
evangelisation of the banlieu, or suburban 
region surrounding the city, including the 
terrible *‘red’’ or Communist suburbs. 

The report of the President of the Central 
Council described the position. While Paris 
proper had lost 35,000 inhabitants in five 
vears, the banlieu had gained 252,000 in 
the same period, and this was a process which 
had been going on apace for many years, and 
pee signs of continuing. The resulting re- 
igious and material conditions were deplor- 
able. Shortage of priests and lack of means 
rendered it impossible to keep pace with the 
need for churches and schools, despite 
tremendous and most self-sacrificing efforts. 
The civil authorities seemed to have failed 


the demand for housing. 
THE CASE OF DUBLIN. 

Then the reader of the paper directs atten- 
tion to the City of Dublin, and proceeds :— 
Happily, we are spared the dread spectacle of 
a whole population largely sunk in religious 
ignorance, such as our Parisian brothers have 
to encounter; but, nevertheless, our native 
problems are sufficiéntly acute and dangerous 
to awaken our anxiety and nerve us to ever: 
increasing efforts. Bad housing, chronic un- 
employment, though they have not yet pro- 
duced in mass amongst us the dread moral evils 
which are witnessed in other countries, at 
least present a constant danger, against which 
we must guard with all our vigilance and 
strive with all our strength. Above all, we 
must never consent even in our weakest 
moments to accept these conditions as natural 
and inevitable. 

If we cannot change them—and obviously 
we cannot, they present a problem taxing all 
the resources of the State—we must at least, 
as friends of the poor who suffer so acutely 
under them, recognise and reprobate them as 
unnatural and un-Christian. 

THE SOCIETY'S ACTIVITIES. 

_ Monsignor Wall said that he was deeply 
impressed by the learned and instructive 
paper which had just been read, (Applause.! 
Dealing with the activities of the Society of 
St. Vincent de Paul, he said they had 
realised a dream of his boyhood days. He 
was not long in Dublin after his return from 
Rome, where he was ordained a priest, when 
he came in tonch with the brothers of the 
Society of St. Vincent de Paul, and he saw 
at once that we had in this land of ours a 
band of brothers who, in their corpora] works 
of mercy, and in their spiritual works of 
mercy as well, far excelled “I Fratelli di 
Misericordia,’’ of Florence. 

Monsignor Wall also paid a warm tribuie 
to the services of the late Brother James 
Mahony to the cause of Catholic social work 
in Dublin, 


TRIM PROJECTS. 


HOUSING, EDUCATION 
AND FIRE FIGHTING, 
Se 


A meeting of the ratepayers of Trim, sum- 
moued by Mr. Commissioner Forde, was held 
last Monday night in the Town Hall, Trim, 
to consider the erection of dwéllinghouses 
under the Housing Act, 1929; the provision of 
fire-fighting apparatus for the town, and the 
building of a technical school in Trim. Re- 
solutions were passed: unanimously approving 
of the schemes. 

Mr. W. Sweeney, County Councillor, pre- 
sided. 

Mr. Forde said that it was incumbent on 
him to take the people into his confidence; 
they were the people who provided the money, 
and were entitled to know how their busi- 
ness was conducted, and to be consulted 
before enterprises were embarked on which 
would involve the placing of further burdens 
on the town. 

COST OF TECHNICAL SCHOOL, 

Dealing with the technical school, it was 

estimated that the cost of erection would be 
£2,200. The County Council would be esked 
to raise a loan of £1,500; they would get a 
free grant from the Department of £150; the 
County Committee of Technical Instruction 
would give a free grant of £440, and they 
would strike a rate of 2d. for technical in- 
struction. 
Referring to the fire apparatus, Mr. Forde 
said that they had nothing to combat an out- 
break of fire in Trim. He intended to get an 
adequate supply of hose, a handcart and the 
nécéssary equipment. The cost would vot 
exceed £100. 

Alluding to the housing scheme, his idea 
was to build a block of six or nine houses on 
the fair green at a cost of £310 per house; the 
rent would be 6s. The houses to qualify for 
the grant must be, Mr. Forde said, eom- 
pleted by October 31 next. 

The meeting approved of all the schemes, as 
stated, 


BRITISH COINS. 


AN INTERESTING LECTURE. 

An interesting historical lecture on 
British Coinage was delivered to the 
pupils of the High School, Harcourt 
street, Dublin, last night, by Mr. J. B. S. 
MaclIlwaine, R.H.A. 

The lecture was illustrated by lantern 
slides. 

The lecturer showed examples of the 
earliest inscribed and wninscribed coins, 
and how in Edward the First’s time the 
first attempt at a portrait coin was made, 
In the reign of William II. halfpennies 
were formed by cutting a penny in two 
halves. In the reign of Henry III. gold 
coinage was established on a sound basis. 

Very beautiful specimens of the different 
sovereigns which were struck in gold were 
shown on the screen, and the lecturer ex- 
plained in detail how Henry VIII. issued 
coins with his father’s bust inscribed on 
each coin. 

At the conclusion of the lecture a hearty 
vote of thanks was passed on the motion 
of Mr. Bennett, Headmaster of the School.

FURTHER AMENDMENTS 
PROPOSED,

Further Fianna Fail amendments to 
the Greater Dublin Bill have been tabled 
in the names of Mr. Sean MacEntee and 
Mr. Sean T. O’Kelly. One of Mr. 
MacEntee’s amendments provides in 
effect that the areas described in the Act 
as “the Borough of Dun Laoghaire ”’ 
shall: be ‘‘detached from the county and 
from the jurisdiction and powers of the 
County Council and shall be added to 
the existing city, and thenceforward the 
said areas shall be included in and form 
part of the city for all purposes, and the 
boundary of the city shall be extended 
accordingly.”” . 

The bill provides that the new Dublin 
City Council shall consist of twenty-one 
ordinary members and four commercial 
members. Mr. O'Kelly will seek to 
amend the bill to provide that the Council 
shall consist of forty-five members, who 
shall be elected by Local Government 
voters, and that eighteen members 
instead of nine shall form a quorum, It 
is probable that the Committee stage of 
the bill will be postponed for a week or 
a fortnight.

ignorance. India listens readily to 
‘holy’ men; they abound at every 
street corner. They take up positions in 
the compounds of European concerns and 
will leave only if they have received 
an adequate bakhshish. From these folk 
Mr. Gandhi derives his sanctimonious 
heritage. His message was not wholly 
even now he does not know

The Government’s outlook was clouded 
further by its knowledge of a Socialist 
advance in Europe, An ebullition of 
ancient Hindustani was confounded with 
a modern rise of popular aspiration. 
Incidents occurred. At Amritsar 
General Dyer fired upon a seditious 
mob, and strikes and émeutes were the 
order of many days. Slowly, however, as 
is usual in India, the disciples of Mr. 
Gandhi have drifted back into their com- 
ponent parts. The Moslem elements 
are beginning to realise that Mahatma 
Gandhi is the leader of a Hindu move- 
ment, although the Mahatma himself 
is unaware of this fact. Surely they 
are justified in their hostility when they 
find that the apostle of Indian 
independence prefers—in his. own 
mythology—Siva, the destroyer, to 
Vishnu, the preserver. It is significant, 
therefore, that Moslem opinion is veering 
steadily against the Hindus—a fact which 
assisted the Government to defeat Pandit 
Malaviya’s motion in the Assembly. From 
the welter of Indian discord three out- 
standing factions are emerging—the 
Hindu followers of Mr. Gandhi, the 
Moslems of uncertain political creeds, 
but fired by an age-old contempt of 
*‘ cow-worshippers,” and the native 
princes, rule two-fifths of the 
country. Lord Irwin has striven to bring 
into this discordant agglomeration of 
peoples the sweet reasonableness that 
failed La Fayette in revolutionary 
France. His motives, even his plans, are 
unexceptionable in  ethics—to 
extent, of course, he is the heir of his 
predecessors and the slave of West- 
minster—but his policy is impracticable. 
No amount of compromise can forestall 
the inevitable issue; there remains only 
the need to prepare for definite action, 
unless India is to be abandoned to the 
worst of all her foes, her chaotic self,

The Coal Mines Bill. 


The defeat of the Government in the 
House of Commons yesterday was not 
entirely unexpected. Feeling has been 
running very high in regard to the Coal 
Mines Bill, and the Government had sur- 
vived two critical divisions by a handful 
of votes, Yesterday again there were two 
critical divisions, and every possible effort 
had been made by the Government Whips 
to ensure a majority, On one of the divi- 
sions they were successful, but on the 
other the Government was defeated by 
282 votes to 274, This result was pro- 
duced by a temporary coalition between 
Conservatives and Liberals. Forty-two of 
the latter voted against the Government, 
thus reminding Mr. Ramsay Macdonald 
of the unpleasant fact that his Adminis- 
tration exists only on tolerance.

In the pleasant days when Private 
Thomas Atkins’s gay trappings com- 
manded popular admiration every boy 
was ambitious to be enrolled in his 
splendid company ; but it seems now that 
the Army has ceased to be attractive as a 
career, The annual report on the British 
Army shows a notable decline in the 
number of recruits, although the necessary 
standards of fitness have been lowered in 
several respects. Various causes, some of 
which are occasional, contributed to this 
decline. Last. year an exceptionally fine 
summer caused an increase of employment 
In certain agricultural districts, and 
lebruary’s epidemic of influenza left after- 
effects that disqualified many applicants 
for the King’s shilling. These facts. how- 
ever, cannot explain the steady decline of 
recruiting through several years, and more 
general explanations must be sought. Sone 
of the suggested deterrents are in them- 
selves good. For example, labour has 
been transferred, under Government 


auspices, from over-populated areas to 
other parts of the country where employ- 
ment could be obtained more easily, In 
certain industrial districts, too, a revive! 
of trade has increased the demand for 
labour. Again, boys who might have 
joined. the Army have been led by 
organised ‘‘ publicity’ campaigns te 
realise the advantages of emigration, um 


are disquieting. Disarmament is the 
cateh-cry of the moment, and prospective 
recruits have been influenced by a fear 
that the soldier’s trade may not endure. 
Moreover, the destructive policy followed 
by successive British Governments has de- 
terred young men from this career—as 
from other careers. The average “ working- 
man ” will not work for money when he 
can obtain as much money for* nothing. 
He will choose to live on the lotus of un- 
employment benefit rather than to risk 
hardship in the Army. So dole-fed youth 
scorns a career which trains the body, 
educates the mind, strengthens the 
character and is an excellent school for 
the duties of civil life. 


French Professors. 


An apple of discord has been thrown 
into the peaceful precincts of the Ecole 
Normale Supérieure, the great Parisian 
school where France’s secondary teachers 
are trained. French public servants 
receive small pay for their work. Judges 
and professors are rewarded at a rate that 
would seem miserly to their English or 
American confréres. A recent action of 
the Minister of Education, says the Parts 
Correspondent of the Daily Telegraph. 
has brought matters to a head. The 
examiners for the baccalauréat and 
entrance examinations to the Ecole 
Normale are professors of the Faculty, 
and have been accustomed to receive a fee 
from the educational authorities for every 
paper that they correct. The school, 
striking a mean rate, offered them 2s. 4d. 
for six hours’ correcting work and Is. 8d. 
for four hours’ work. The Minister of 
Education, however, considering that the 
unpractical labours of scholarship did not 
deserve a remuneration so _ princely, 
reduced the rates to ninepence and 
sixpence; and, finally, the Ministry of 
Finance decided that fourpence was amply 
sufficient. At this rate the professors 
would be paid at the rate of 20 centimes, 
or less than a halfpenny, an hour. They 
have refused to correct the papers on 
these terms, and it seems that ‘hey will 
go on strike to secure better wages. Their 
position, indeed, is pitiable, but it has a 
humorous aspect. Can it be that Gallic 
love of the extreme, the flamboyant and 
the mclodramatic will persuade learned 
doctors to don their red robes—which thus 
will gain a new significance—and to picket 
the solemn portals of the Ecole? France, 
in these days, cannot afford to alrenate 
her pedagogues. 


COURT AND PERSONAL. 


The Queen, who takes a deep interest in 
the College of Nursing, has consented to 
receive in person the purses of money 
collected in response to the appeal made on 
behalf of the endowment fund, for which a 
sum of £30,000 is still needed. The college 
was founded in 1916, and is now incorporated 
under Royal Charter.

Government should stand by and see the 
British public bled as they would be if 
the amendment were not carried. 

Mr. H. F. Owen, Liberal member for 
Hereford, seconded the amendment, 
which, he. said, was designed to 
delete the most unfortunate provision 
In a most deplorable bill which violated 
every principle of sound _ business, 
and, if he might say so, every principle 
of sound Socialism. Whilst we were 
protesting against the dumping. of 
German grain into this country, we were 
preparing to dump our subsidised coal into 
foreign markets. He protested against the 
unholy trinity which had been formed by 
the coal bosses, the trade union bosses, and 
their friends in office. (Opposition cheers. ) 


BRITISH CONSUMER TO PAY. 

Sir Samuel Roberts saw in the levy the 
germ of a national wage pool, which would 
be a distinct disadvantage to the part of 
the country in which he lived and worked, 
whilst Sir P. Cunliffe-Lister protested that 
the British consumer would have to pay 
for a provision for which there was not 
the slightest justification. : 

Sir Herbert Samuel wondered how Mr. 
Graham could go to Geneva to try to 
persuade other countries to abandon 
subsidies on exports when he was en- 
deavouring to persuade the House of 
Commons to do the very thing against 
which he had been earnestly protesting. 
This feature of the bill was a strange, 
inverted kind of protection. They were 
seeking to tax the home manufacturer by 
increasing the price of his coa] in order 
to give a’subsidy that would enable the 
foreign manufacturer to get his fuel at a 
lower rate. 


HELPING THE FOREIGNER. 


This was probably the first time Parlia- 
ment had been asked to assist the foreign 
manufacturer to meet British competition. 
Would not they be astonished if, on the 
14th of April, the Chancellor of the 
Exchequer, in presenting his Budget, said 
at the end that there was still a deficit of 
three millions, which he proposed to meet 
by putting a levy on all coal raised in this 
country? They would rightly say such a 
proposal was incredible, but. even so, it 
would be better than subsidising the 
foreign manufacturer. In his and other 
Lancashire constituencies unemployment 
was rife in the cotton industry. Yet it 
was actually proposed by Act of Parlia- 
ment to compel the cotton mill-owners to 
pay more than otherwise they need pay 
for their coal, not to meet the cost of 
shorter hours for miners or higher wages, 
but merely to give special consideration to 
those who competed with us in the foreign 
markets. This was a Dear Coa) Bill, and 
one of the results would be that ships 
would bunker at Rotterdam or Antwerp 
or elsewhere In order to get the advantage 
of the subsidy. The effect upon the home 
ports would be very serious, indeed. 


MR. GRAHAM'S REPLY. 


Mr. W. Graham said there was nothing 
new in this proposal for a levy, as it 
was part of the operation of the five- 
counties scheme to impose a levy of ód. 
a ton for tacilitating the sale of export 
coal, It was inconceivable that the 
assistance to the export trade could reach 
the amount that was given under the 
five-counties scheme: 

Proceeding, he said he had never dis- 
puted that this provision of the bill was 
one which was open to argument, but, 
having regard to the real reading of the 
clause; he ‘thought the balance was in 
favour of retaining it.

Ont of the welter of talk about de- 
rating, unsupported by facts or figures, 
one impression takes root—that the small 
farmer cannot hope for much assistance 
from de-rating. When figures are pro- 
duced the impression becomes a certainty. 
It may even turn into a fear that he will 
actually lose money. 

The only authoritative figures dealing 
with the financing of de-rating in the 
Saorstat are those furnished by the 
Minister for Finance, who stated that the 
de-rating of agricultural land alone would 
requiré the provision of £2,050,000, which 
would necessitate the following taxes :— 
ls. on income tax, producing ... £500,000 
4d. on petrol and paraffin, pro- 

ducing 
dd. on tea, producing 
4d. on sugar, producing 
5 p.c. on boots, producing 
5 p.c. on apparel, producing ... 
6d. on tobacco, producing ..... i 


TAXATION PER HEAD. 

The taxation which would. affect the 
small farmer would be his share of the 
£1,550,000 indirect taxation. The taxes 
set out by Mr. Blythe, being duties on 
goods of common consumption, can be 
dealt with on a per head basis. The in- 
direct taxation, £1,550,000, divided by the 
population of the Saorstat, 2,971,992, 
gives a per head taxation. of 10s. 6d. 

To the trader an ad valorem duty on 
any article is the same as an addition to 
the cost price of that article. He calcu- 
lates his selling price by adding a per- 
centage to the cost price. An article’ cost- 
ing 10s, 6d. will sell to the consumer at 
15s. at least. It thus appears that with 
a taxation of 10s. 6d. per head, the real 
burden on the consumer would be 15s. 
per head. 

Volume II. of the Census, 1926, shows 
there are more 
farmers on farms of 15 to 30 acres than 
any other size of farm. On farms of 1 to 
50 acres 150,000 farmers inhabit 3,000,000 
acres, which gives 20 acres as the average 
small farm. 


THE GAELTACHT FARMER. 

The agricultural land and buildings in 
the Saorstat with a valuation of £7,330,000 
produce in rates £2,050,000. Tlie average 
rate is, therefore, less than 6s. The 
average valuation of land in the Saorstat 
is £0.585 or lls. 7.9d. per acre, so that 
the average valuation of a 20-acre farm is 
£11 12s, De-rating would relieve the 
average 20-acre farm of less than £3 Qs. 
7d. in rates; but a farmer, with a wife 
and three children, would pay £3 15s. in 
increased cost of living, due to the above 
calculated burden of 15s. per head. 

So much for averages which may be 
misleading. Let us see in detail how 
farmers in the Gaeltacht would fare. In 
County Donegal ove: 40 per cent. of the 
farmers live on farms of less than 15 acres. 
The average valuatioyg of land under crops 
and pasture, excluding grazed and barren 
mountain, turf, bog, marsh, woods, water, 
roads, towns, ete., is 9s. ód. per acre. A 
15-acre farm would be valued at, say, £7. 
The rates on that farm at 7s. 5d. would be 
£2 11s. 11d. 

De-rating would relieve the average 
small farmer on a 15-acre farm in County 
Donegal of £2 lls. 11d. in rates: but, if 
he had a wife and three children, he 
would’ pay £3 15s. in increased cost of 
living due to the above calculated burden 


of 15s. per head—a dead loss of £1 3s, 1d. 
OTHER COUNTIES. 


In County Mayo also over 40 per cent. 
of the farmers live on farms of less than 
15 acres. With an average valuation of 
8s. 7d. per acre and rates at 6s. 1d., the 
15-acre farmer would be relieved of £1 19s, 
If he had a wife and three children his 
loss would be £1 16s. In County Galway, 
on farms of one to 50 acres, 16,271 farmers 
inhabit 263,161 acres, giving an average 
farm of 16 acres. With an average 
valuation of 8s, ld. per acre and rates at 
8s., the Galway ‘farmers’ loss would be 
18s. 2d. Similarly the average Kerry 
farmer's loss would be £1 10s. 4d., while 
the average Clare farmer,. whose farm 
would be 22 acres, would lose only 12s, 6d. 
Of course, if the fann were supporting 
more than five people, the loss would be 
increased by 15s. for every extra person. 
In Sligo and Leitrim, ‘which were 
schednied as congested districts, although 
not of the Gaeltacht proper, the loss would 
be respectively £1 2s. 3d. and £1 15s. 10d. 

In the above calculations the rate taken 
In every case is the rate struck to cover 
roads, county services, health district 
charges and poor relief. The extra rate 
struck in Kerry fer the repayment of the 
Joan under the Local Government (Rates 
on Agricultural Land) Act, 1924, 1s 
omitted because it will disappear in a 
couple of years and because it was a loan 
to pay arrears and could hardly be taken 
into account in de-rating. 

In every case the small farmer in the 
Gaeltacht would be faced with a loss. 
What would happen to the farmers in 
Meath? The rates on a 20-acre farm in 
Meath would amount to £3 18s, 3d., so 
that the small farmer with a wife and 
three children would gain ós. ód. It is 
quite obvious, therefore, that only large 
farmers will benefit by de-rating. 

De-rating would mean a loss to the 
individual small farmer. Let us see what 
the cash cost would be to the counties of 
the Gaeltacht. 

In every county the farmers would be 
relieved of the payment of the aggregate 
of the rates on ihe agricultural land in 
the county, but the whole population of 
the county would have to bear the burden 
of 15s. per head per annum. Kerry, with 
a population of 149,171 and taxation at 
15s. per head, would pay in round 
figures £112,000 in taxation. With a 
valuation of approximately £221,000 and 
a rate of 8s. 114.,, Kerry would be re- 
lieved of £98;000 in rates, showing a 
dead loss of £14,000.on the transaction.

Preparations for. the start of Mr. 
Gandhi’s march to-morrow to inaugarate 
the ‘‘ Civil Disobedience ' campaign are 
all complete at his seminary, which will 
be left in the hands of a number of ladies, 
including Miss Slade, the daughter of the 
late Admiral Slade, who has thrown in 
her lot with Mr. Gandhi’s cause. These 
ladies will carry on the normal activities 
of the seminary. 

It is now reported that, if Mr. Gandhi 
is arrested, his band of volunteers will 
then be led by Mr. Abbas Tyabji, a retired 
judge of the Baroda’ High Court, or by 
Mr. Chaman Lal Joshi, manager of the 
seminary. 


GHAND!I OFF TO DANDI. 

The police have taken precautions 
against any possible breaches of the peace 
In connection with the march. The exact 
destination is stated to be Dandi, a village 
on the coast in the Jalapur Taluka. 

Addressing a meeting on the eve of his 
“Civil Disobedience ” march, Mr. 
Gandhi suggested that ‘civil  dis- 
obedience ” people could, in addition to 
manuiacturing salt in violation of the 
Salt Laws, also remove salt without pay- 
ing the duty on it, as well as distribute 
salt so manufactured or removed. He 
said that those who had courage could 
refuse to pay taxes. 


SALT FROM THE SEA. 

He exhorted the people of Gujerat to 
continue their programine of marching to 
the Jalalpur Taluka—which lies along 
the coast near Surat—with the object of 
recovering salt from th> sea, and thus up- 
holding the doctrine of “Civil  Dis- 
obedience.”’ | 

Even if he and his party were arrested 
he asked the Indian people to preserve the 
peace and carry out the Congress Work- 
ing Committee’s instructions. 


PRAYER BEFORE “ BATTLE.” 

Concluding what he termed his ‘“ last 
message and .testament,’’ he said that 
there would be no defeat for Satyagrahis 
until they gave up the truth. He prayed 
‘‘ for the success of the battle beginning 
to-morrow.”’ 

News has reached here from Surat that 
a number of Congress Workers have zone 
to Dandi in.the Jalalpur Taluka, so as to 
make preliminary arrangements—tent 
pitching, ete.—for the ‘Civil Dis- 
obedience ” marchers.

LABOUR CREATES AN 
ILLUSION. 


—-— — €—— - 


In a leading article, The Times to-day 
observes :—Parliament is not helpful when 
discussing, unemployment, and the reason 
does not take much finding. Parties have 
theories, schemes, and programmes that are 
not the product of practical experience of the 
conduct of industry. Politicians see indus- 
try from the outside. . Comparatively few of 
them: know the problems of industry from 
within. They are concerned primarily with 
the social consequences of unemployment. 
They are not responsible for, nor are they 
capable of directing, the industrial and com- 
mercial: policies which are the test of manu- 
facturing and trading efficiency and a deter- 
mining factor in the provision of employment. 
The remedy for unemployment is industrial, 
not political. That is why the politicians 
as politicians have so little to say that is 
helpful. 

What they cull from industrial thought and 
experience may be useful in shaping Govern- 
ment policy, and insistence on a few 
elementary economic truths can scarcely be 
too emphatic, but the hopes of . national 
prosperity rest on industrial resource and 
commercial enterprise, 


LABOUR LEARNING. 

The Labour Government, who came into 
Office so confidently nine months ago, seem 
to have learned in the interval something 
they denied before, and: that is, that there 
are great and baffling tidal movements of 
trade, which are utterly beyond the contro! 
of a score of men meeting round a table in 
Downing street. 

Labour's apologists are vociferously de- 
claring this truth to-day, finding in it an 
excuse for. the impotence of those whose 
political reputations they wish to save 
from a fate  beiitting the fostering 
of false political hopes. They are 
welcome to the consolation which it gives 
them, but, perhaps, along with ‘this growth 
of understanding there will develop also a 
measure of political charity. What is not 
the fault of a Socialist Government to-day 
was not the fault of a Unionist Government 
in their day.

The Finance Committee, elected on a pro 
portionate basis, is dominated by the Opyposi- 
tion, and to-day it also happened that most 
of the Government’s supporters were absent. 
the Opposition saw its chance, and 
by twelve votes to eight, with 
two abstentions, refused to sanction the 
credits. At the same time it recorded its 
view that the number of Ministers and 
Secretaries, which ia M. Tardieu's Cabinet is 
thirty-four, should not exceed - twenty-five. 
The decision will, doubtless, be challenged 
in the Chamber at a later stage. and could 
probably be revised without great difficult:

A defence of. the “ Greater Dublin ” 
Bill was made last night by President 
Cosgrave in the course of an address to 
the South Dublin Branch of Cumann na 
nGaedheal in the Engineers’ Hall], Dawson 
street, Dublin. 

It was, he said, a measure. which had 
given rise to much comment and con- 
troversy, some wise and imuch foolish. 
The opposition. to the second reading of 
the measure was a conglomerate opposi- 
tion. Certain people were opposed to it 
because it joins Pembroke and Rathmines 
to Dublin; certain others because it did 
not amalgamate the new coastal borough 
of the city; others because it did not xo 
further and attach to the city, in addition 
to the new coastal borough, large tracts on 
the north-east side of the city, including 
Howth and Malahide. Then there was 
the usual attack on the manager system. 


AN “ INEVITABLE '” EXTENSION. 


In so far as the inclusion of Rathmines 
and Pembroke with Dublin was concerned, 
the. bill carried out proposals made on 
behalf of Dublin more than a generation 
ago. He thought that it would be 
admitted that even if there had been no 
alteration made in the system of local 
government in Dublin at would be inevit- 
able that any Dublin Corporation elected 
in the future would demand an extension 
of the existing city boundaries, and that 
their case for the inclusion of the two 
townships would be unanswerable, but the 
process would be expensive. He claimed 
that by introducing this bill they had 
saved the ratepayers of Dublin and of the 
townships the expense of promoting a 
private bill. 

The report of the Greater Dublin Com- 
mission proposed to include in the citys 
boundaries areas In very varying stages 
of ‘development, and faced with differing 
and divergent problems. It was advisable 
to move with a certairr’ amount of caution 
and with due regard to the magnitude o! 
the task which it was sought to impose on 
any manager or on any council.

DE-RATING,

DESIRABILITY OF LOCAL

A sitting of the De-rating Commission was 
held Tonietday afternoon in the Boardroom of 
the Department of Agriculture, Government 
Buildings, Dublin—Judge Davitt presiding. 

Mr. J. R,. Clarke, Secretary of the 
Association of Chambers of Commerce of the 
Irish Free State, gave evidence on behalf of 
his Association, © which represents ten 
Chambers of Commerce~—Dublin, Cork, 
Limerick, Waterford, Galway, Sligo, Clonmel, 
Drogheda, Dundalk and Tralee.’ He said 
that his Association was opposed to the de- 
rating of agricultural land in the Free State. 
They had no. evidence that the relative 
prosperity of the farmers and the business 
community was such as would warrant a 
transfer of the farmers’ *burden of rates to 
the rest of the community. The numerical 
superiority of the farmers in itseif would 
make such a transfer unworkable. To raise 
the required money by the retention of 
annuities or by the inflation of currency, as 
Suggested in some quarters, would be a 
dangerous expedient and would be strenuously 
cpposed by his Association. ! 

Having studied the incidence of taxes 
which the Minister for Finance stated would 
be necessary, his (Mr. Clarke’s) Association 
was satisfied that the farmers on farms up to 
thirty acres—which class formed the bulk of 
the agricultural community in the Free State— 
would not benefit by de-rating, as the small 
amount saved by the remission of rates in 
the individual case would be swallowed up by 
the increased cost of living due to the taxa- 
tion necessary to make the remission of the 
rates. Even if the farmers countered the in- 
creased cost of living by lowering their 
standard of living, the relief of rates to 
farmers of this class would be so small that 
it could not in any way increase production 
or employment. Only the darge farmers and 
graziers woúld benefit by de-rating. His 
Association was of opinion that up to the 
present no scheme had been suggested for 
financing de-rating which in the Free State 
would not do more harm than good. 

Replying to Professor O’Brien, the witness 
said that he accepted the statement of the 
Professor that. de-rating in Northern Ireland 
was financed by England. That would make 
the question easy for Northern Ireland: as 
compared with the Free State. There was 
also the difference of the much hicher pro- 
portion relatively of agricultural land in the 
Free State. 

Asked by Mr. Leydon if the Association 
considered that there was a prima facie case 
for the de-rating of agricultural land, Mr. 
Clarke said that he did not understand the 
question. 

Mr. Leyden—Assuming that there was a 
sum available to finance a scheme of the 
kind, would your body be in favour of de- 
rating ? | 
_Witness—That is a rather peculiar ques- 
tion, because everybody would be in favour 
of de-rating if the money was available. 

Mr. Baxter took the witness over the 
question of the dependence of the business 
community on the farmers, and pointed out 
that the farmers of Northern Ireland had de- 
rating, but the income tax was one shilling 
higher in the North. Ho asked the witness 
what he would say to a suggestion that a 
shilling should be put on the income tax 
again for the purpose of providing money for 
de-rating. 

Mr. Clarke said that it would bring them 
back to the question that primarily local ser- 
vices should be financed by the locality. 
‘‘ You want, to take the burden off the locality 
and put it upon the nation,” he added, 


SMALL SUMS NO USE. 


Mr. D. J. Cogan, a member of the Council 
of the Association; was called at this stage 
to elucidate certain points in the statement. 

Replying to Mr. Baxter, he said that he 
was convinced that small sums in relief to 
the farmers would not increase production. 
Such money would not be spent on artificial 
manures or on the purchase of a better class 
of pig or cow, or anything of that kind. 
Small sums like that would be wasted: they 
would be spent on an improvement in the 
standard of living. That was the trouble. 
His experience of the war years went to prove 
that economy and thrift wero absent on the 
part of the Irish farmers generally, and the 
smaller and middle-sized farmer especially. 
Tho profits that were made during the war 
were colossal, and the money was not saved— 
it was wasted.

PROPOSED LEGISLATION. 


——-—-— 


A new session of the Northern Parliament 
was opened yesterday at noon with cus- 
tomary ceremonial: by the Governor, the Duke 
of Abercorn. 

The King’s Speech, which was read by the 
Governor in the Senate Chamber to members 
of the Senate and House oí Commons, 
stated :— 7 
MEMBERS OF THE SENATE AND OF THE House 

or Commons :— 

I have noted with gratification the con- 
tinned progress of our great shipbuilding in- 
dustry, and I am glad to observe also that 
within our linen industry action is being 
taken to examine new methods for advanc- 
ing its prosperity. 
that success may attend this effort, and that 
a practical solution may be reached of those 
problems which have beset this important in- 
dustry for so many years past, 

It will continue to be my Government’s 
special endeavour to gssist by every means 
in its power agricultural and industrial under- 
takings, and to encourage, so far as is pos- 
sible, the development of new sources of em- 
ployment in order that useful and productive 
work may be available for the people. 

I am glad to learn that the need for co- 
ordinaied effort to widen our industrial basis 
has been met by the creation of an In- 
dustries Development Association. This body 
has undertaken the dual task of encouraging 
the demand for home products within our 
area, and of attracting to Northern Ireland 
such new industries as offer a prospect of 
successful development, As complementary 
to these activities, my Government proposes 
to continue to foster the marketing of pro- 
duce from Northern Ireland by participating 
in exhibitions in various industrial centres 
organised by the Empire Marketing Board, 

EDUCATION ACTS AMENDMENT 

A bill will be submitted to you proposing 
certain amendments and additions to the 
Education Acts for the purpose of making 
secure the position of simple Bible teaching 
in public elementary schools, and making 
further provision for representation on 
regional and borough education committees, 
the better regulating of school management 
committees, and for other purposes cal- 
culated to increase the usefulness of 
the measures taken by Parliament since 
1922 to improve the educational system. 
The success which has attended these 
measures and the improvement in the 
facilities provided in all classes of schools 
since the passing of the Education Act of 
1923 have afforded me much satisfagtion. 

My Ministers view with concern the 
serious extent to which sickness has pre- 
vailed over a number of years amongst 
persons insured under the National Health 
Insurance Scheme, and the general mortality 
figures, which are regrettably high. A 
measure is being prepared for your con- 
sideration to mak a mere extensive pro- 
vision for the medical treatment of insured 
persons, with the object not only of im- 
proving the health of the working popula- 
tion, but also of facilitating the ratification 
by His Majesty’s Government of the United 
Kingdom of the International Convention on 
Sickness Insurance. 

OTHER PROPOSALS. 

Proposals will be Jaid before you for 
according to local authorities powers in con- 
nection with town planning. 

Proposals will also be Jaid before you 
designed with the object of effecting certain 
nécessary reforms in. the lunacy laws, and 
of ensuring a more systematic provision for 
the care and treatment of mentally defective 
children. 

My Government, in the development of 
its policy for the better marketing of agri- 
cultural produce, will introduce two further 
measures dealing with. the preparation of 
meat for export and with the marketing of 
fruit.

My Government has arranged for an in- 
dustrial census to be taken in respect of pro- 
duction in Northern Ireland during the year 
1950. I trust that this enumeration, when 
considered in conjuction with the results of 
the corresponding census of 1924, will j;ro- 
duce .results of the highest value to the 
industries of Northern Ireland. 

A comprehensive survey designed to asce!

of electrical energy on a large scale is now 
In progress. It 1s my earnest hope that this 
may result in a scheme of electrical develop- 
ment which will confer wide benefits upon 
our industries and our people.

VIEWS ON EDUCATION ACT, 

The Northern House of Commons re- 
assembled at 5 o'clock, when Captain 
Chichester Clark (Unionist, South Derry) 
moved a humble address to the Governor for 
the gracious speech from the Throne, lt 
was pleasing to know that their shipbuilding 
industry continued in its progress notwith- 
standing the fierce competition. It was to 
some extent a feather in the cap of the Go- 
vernment that its Loans Guarantee Act was 
able to attract orders to Belfast. . He would 
also like to see an improvement in 
the linen industry. Both agriculturalists 
and industrialists could hardly expect 
to receive in the present, season 
more of that rare and refreshing fruit—the 
great De-Rating Act, but he noted that they 
were to have two new measures to assist the 
marketing of fruit and beef for export. 
These measures at first often seemed irksome 
and tiresome to the farmers, but they had 
seen that previous measures had greatly 
helped the particular sections of industry to 
which they were applied, 

He was of the opinion that the root cause 


THE KING'S SPEECH. 


It is my sincere hope 


of the depression in the agricultural indus- 
try was,the dumping into the United King- 
dom of Continental bounty fed and bounty 
supported cereals, potatoes; etc., with the 
regrettable result that no farmer in Great 
Britain or Ireland could market his cereal 
or potato crop without his selling price being 
much below his production costs. These 
small Acts, like the Marketing of Fruit, 
while useful in their way, did not reach the 
kernel of the problem, and were more like 
offering a bit of sticking plaster to a man 
who had got a broken leg. 
THE EDUCATION ACT. 

Referring to the proposal to amend the 
Education Act, he said that this was a 
matter of the greatest interest and vita] im- 
portance to all the members of the, House. 
The Education Act of 1923 created great 
changes in the educational system. He was 
glad to note that amendments would be in- 
troduced for the purpose of making secure 
the position of simple Bible teaching in 

ublic. elementary schools. This phrase, 
in its simplicity, pleased him better than 
any other in the King’s speech. It rang 
true, simple and direct at a time when 
religious. persecution was going on with an 
intensity and venom that was horrifying the 
world in a country 
that they theught was civilised. 
He thought that it was a matter “for 
congratulation that in this small corner of the 
world they stuck to their religion and simple 
faiths, whatever they might be, He also con- 
gratulated the Government upon its decision 
to introduce medical benefits and the other 
measures mentioned in the King’s Speech. 

He thought that the Government might also 
be congratulated for not stressing the diff- 
culty of the unemployed problem. Everyone 
knew that this was the most pressing problem 
of the day, but any undue stressing of the 
matter in speéches had the tendency of 
creating difficulties for their credit and com- 
merce in foreign countries, with the result 
that trade was diminished and the ranks of 
the unemployed were swelled. 

THE FUTURE OF SHIPBUILDING. 

Major A. Thompson (U., Clifton), who 
seconded the motion, said that one of the 
Belfast. shipbuilding yards had been, and was 
still, fully occupied, while the other was 
rapidly regaining the old prestige. None the 
less, he could not but look to the future 
with apprehension in view of the slowing 
down of the demand for shipping. He hoped 
that as a result of the report of the delegation 
of linen manufacturers to the United States 
and Canada steps would be taken to mitigate 
some of the difficulties of the industry, reduce 
unnecessary local competition and lead to 
greater co-ordination of effort. He suggested 
that, provided the industry reorganised and 
co-ordinated its efforts, the Government should 
be willing to guarantee loans to it, so that the 
linen and other industries might be revived 
and placed on a sound footing. 

He congratulated the Government upon its 
educational policy, which was working, he 
declared, so satislactorily now. 
NATIONALIST MEMBER'S CRITICISM. 

Mr. Cahir Healy (Nationalist) said ha 
thought the country would be profoundly dis- 
appointed with the scheme of Parliamentary 
work outlined from the Throne. Alter pro- 
fessions of goodwill they had hoped that ‘he 
Government 's policy would be to treat ail 
classes with justice and fair play, and remove 
a source of discontent. The proposed 
amending bill to the Education Act of 1925 
removed minor grievances of other religious 
bodies, but left the major one, under which 
Catholics suffered more unsatisfactory than 
ever, 

Mr. Healy inquired if the Governme.t, . 
a matter of courtesy, had conierred with 
representatives of the Catholic bishops, as 
they had conferred with representatives of the 
Protestant churches. The Government was 
prepared to concede all the Protestant 
demands, but were they prepared to conceclo 
the barest Catholic requirements? Catholics 
should have equal rights with every other 
section, and get a fair share of the 
expenditure. Catholic children outnumbered 
by almost eight thousand those of any other 
denomination,. They were legisiating for 
parties and classes rather than ior the whole 

eople. 

‘AGRICULTURE IN A BAD WAY, 

Sir Robert Lynn (Unionist) appealed to all 
sides to see that the Education Bill was 
amended in such a way that it would be 
better than in any other country. From his 
eXperience he knew that agriculture was. 
a very bad way, and some special step should 
be taken by the Government to help. If they 
were not to be charged with class legislation 
they must do for the farmers what they had 
done for the "bus owners, and they were en- 
titled to be told in what way the Govern- 
ment would assist agriculture. 

MINISTER’S SPEECH, 

The Right Hon. H. M. Pollock (Minister 
of Finance) said that he thought there were 
less grounds there for charges of religious 
discrimination than in any other country. 
It was wrong to say that conditions regard- 
ing Catholic education were less favourable 
there than in Great Britain, and there was 
no country so liberal regarding the jdeals in 
education and other matters of those who 
differed from them than in Northern Ireland, 
and nowhere else was greater consideration 
and sympathy shown. 

Mr. P. O'Neill (Nationalist, Mourne)— 
Then why ask Catholics to subscribe to 
thers ? 

Mr. Pollock—We do not, 

Mr. O'Newll—You do. 

The Minister said that in no country were 
Catholics treated so considerately as they 
were treated there. 

Mr. Healy said that they were only ask- 
ing to be treated as they had been treated 
under the Jfritish. 

The Minifter said that Britain did not con- 
tribute to the building of schools, except on 
the basis of a four and two committee, and 
Catholics in Northern Ireland had the same 
privileges and rights if they snbmitted 
themselves to the same system as every other 
denomination. 

Protection for linen or potatoes would be 
of no use, as their market was in Great 
Britain, which was trying to fight the in- 
dustries of the world, which, in his opinion, 
was impossible. His opinion was that there 
was no hope of reducing unemployment to 
ye until tariffs were imposed in 
“wopianda. 

UNEMPLOYMENT IN BELFAST. 

Mr, T. Henderson (Independent Unionist, 
Shankill) said that there was no use “' beost- 
ing’ the shipyards, because one of them 
was idle, and it was impossible to say how 
long work would continue in the other. They 
found instances of utter starvation in Bel- 
fast, of men asking for a few coppers on the 
streets. Members of the Government knew 
that men had been walking the streets of 
Belfast for the past eight years, and it was 
deplorable to think that it was useless to 
advocate there any measure for the benefit 
of the workers, because everything had to 
be approved of in England.

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THE NATIONAL 
UNIVERSITY. 


CONVOCATION AND THE 
MEDICAL FACULTY, 


A meeting of Convocation of the National 
University of Ireland was held in University 
Buildings, Earlsfort terrace, Dublin, yester- 
day. Professor Arthur Cleary presided. 

Dr. Flood proposed the following resolu- 
tion :— 

“That, whereas the influence of Trinity 
College in the Dublin medical schools has 
reached undue proportions, and shows 
evidence of further expansion in the future, 
Convocation urges upon the Senate and the 
Medical Faculty of University College, 
Dublin, its duty of counteracting that 
influence at once in the interest of the Uni- 
versity and of Catholic medical practice in 
Ireland.” 

Dr. Flood said that the resolution referred 
to the various medica] hospitals, and there 
was no doubt, that the National University 
had not been pulling its weight in these 
hospitals, With the exception of two or three 
the vast majority were staffed by persons who 
were not graduates of the National. That 
should not be so. Their University not 
having made a concerted effort to increase its 
influence in these hospitals, the other side 
had done so at the expense of the Nationa! 
University, and would continue to do so still 
more in the future. According to statistics 
their University should hold the majority of 
these appointments. . Unless there was a 
definite concerted effort on the part of their 
Medical Faculty, the combined influence of 
the other side would tend to fill appointments 
with Trinity graduates. For ninety-three 
per cent. of their people—the Catholic per- 
centage in the Irish Free State—tIrinity 
College had been banned, and uf they went 
there they might not hope to secure appoint: 
ments in any religious establishment. One of 
the primary purposes for which the National 
University was established was that their 
medical men should be trained in the Catholic 
code of obstetrics and gynzxcology. There 
were constantly questions cropping up that 
needed definite knowledge of the Catholic 
position. They should see not only that they 
did not lose whatever footing they had in the 
hospitals, but that they should have a footing 
consistent with their strength. He had 
brought forward the resolution in their own 
interests, and in the interests of the Uni- 
versity at large. 

Mr. Thomas O'Rourke seconded the pro 
position. 

THE MOTION CONDEMNED. 

Miss Agnes O’Farrelly, M.A., said that she 
was entirely opposed to the motion. Whiat- 
ever the grievances of individual docto 
might be, their position and prospects would 
10t be improved by this motion. She took it 
as a condemnation of the other University in 
Dublin and a condemnation of the Medical 
Faculty of the National University. 

She had no doubt that their University 
was not represented in proportion to the 
oho Ng in appointments to Dublin 
iospltals, but she took it that that wa 
because of the constitution of the governing 
bodies of some of these institutions. She 
believed that the time would come when the 
two Universities in Dublin would be ama! 
gamated, because she thought that it wa 
unnecessary in a city of the size of Dublin to 
have two Universities facing each other from 
opposite sides of the street. 

She was against anything like a vote of 
censure against Trinity College, and it wa 
not fair to those who thought as she did to 
have to vote on a motion of this kind. She 
thought that the proper course to take would 
be by direct. representation to the Medical 
Faculty of the College. It would be childis! 
on their part to let it go out that the Medical 
School of their University was better than 
that of Trinity College. She would oppose 
any resolution that seemed to condemn 
directly or indirectly Trinity College. 


Mr. William Fay said that what thev | 


wanted was that the Faculty of Medicine of 
the College should see that it did something 
towards the objects for which the University 
was established, something to carry on the 
traditions of the Catholic School of Medicine 
that. was, that the Catholic teaching of 
medicine should be carried out in a conntrv 
ninety-three per cent. of whose population 
were Catholics. They had a positive duty to 
draw the attention of the Medical Faculty 
and of the College authorities to the matter. 
and to ask them to take steps to right the 
wrong. 

Miss M. Hayden said that the resolutio, 
vould not do any good. It would only annoy 
the Medical Faculty, because’ it. implied 
that they were so stupid as net 
to see these matters for themselves. She 
saw no benefit whatever that could arise 
from the passing of the motion; it would 
only promote dissension, and thev should do 
everything in their power to avoid that. They 
might sav that the motion was not directed 
against Trinity, but she held that it was. 

Mr. T. O'Rourke, in supporting the 
motion, said that their medical men were in 
high positions in Encland_ and on the 
Continent, but here in Ireland, with ninetv. 
three per. cent. of a majority, they did not 
get anything like their proper share. There 
was no attack on Trinitv College. If thev, 
as members of Convocation, saw that their 
Medica] Faculty was suffering from a form of 
sleeping sickness, thev were justified in mak- 
ing a little suggestion: that might help the 
Medical Faculty to sit up and take notice. 

Mr. Joyce, a member of the Board of 
Censors, opposed the resolution. ‘The 
resolntion,’’ he said, ‘‘ will be seized on by a 
hostile Press, We will be described as in. 
tolerant, passions will be exasperated, and, 
Instead of allaying anv ill-feeling that may 
exist between peonle of different persuasions 
we mav see hostilities renewed.” 

Dr. Flood, having replied to some of the 


criticisms, said it was a matter of su in 
their own University against all then’ Tans

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PROMINENT OWNER 
AND BREEDER. 


Arionúchhsiisiriióirgáig 
MANY NOTABLE RACING 
SUCCESSES. 

Mr. W. B. Purefoy, the well-known race- 
horse owner and breeder, died in his 
chambers in Jermyn street, London, yester- 
dey. Mr. Purefoy was the master mind of 
the famous Druid’s Lodge (Salisbury) stable, 
from where formerly horses were sent out to 
bring off some of the greatest coups in the 
history of the Turf. For over forty years he 

had managed and owned racehorses. 

He was educated at Harrow and Sandhurst 
and served first in the Durham Light infantry 
and later in the Hussars. He was a director 
of various private companies, including those 
which controlled the Kempton Park and the 
Phenix Park Racecourses. He had also been 
a director of the Adelphi and Gaiety 
Theatres. | 

At Druid’s Lodge Mr. Purefoy was associa- 
ated with Captain Forester, Mr. A. P. Cun- 
lie, Mr. E. A. Wigan and Mr. J. H. H. 
Peard, and their big handicap successes shook 
up the ring time after time. 


A GREAT RECORD. 

Twice they won the Cambridgeshire In 
successive years with Hackler’s Pride in 1905 
and 1904. and with Christmas Daisy in 1909 
and 1910. With Ypsilanti they also won the 
Kempton Park Great ‘‘ Jubilee”’ twice. Other 
notable handicap successes with which Mr. 
Purefoy was associated were those of Dark 
Ronald and Lally in the Royal Hunt Cup 
and Uninsured in the Lincolnshire Handicap. 
Lally also won the Eclipse Stakes. These 
horses were backed to win fortunes. 


ABOYEUR’S DERBY. 

With Lally, whom he personally owned, he 
hópéd to win the Derby of 1906. The horse 
started favourite, but failed to stay. The 
confederacy, however, won the Blue Riband 
of the Turf four years later with Aboyeur, 
who was owned by Mr. Cunliffe. It 1s 
doubtful if the horse in this case was seriously 
fancied, otherwise he would not have been 
allowed to start at 100 to 1 against. The 
race thut year was a sensational one, as 4 
suffragette ran out on to the course as the 
horses came round Tattenham Corner and 
brought down the King’s horse Anmer, the 
woman being killed. Craganour finished first 
a head in front of Aboveur, but was objected 
to by the Stewards on the ground that he 
had jostled Aboyeur, and he was disqualified. 


PRINCE PALATINE. 

Mr. Purefoy and Mr. Peard were respon- 
sible for the ownership of that great horse, 
Prince Palatine, by the late Mr. T. L. Pil- 
kington. Mr. Pilkington was desirous of 
owning a high-class horse, and on their ad- 
vice Prince Palatine was bought as a year- 
ling for him from Colonel! Hall Walker, now 
Lord Delamere, who bred the colt at the 
Tully Stud, Kildare, the price being £2,000. 
Princo Palatine won over £36,000 in prize 
money, his successful races including the 
Ascot Gold Cup twice, the St. Leger, the 
Eclipse Stakes, aud the Jockey Club Stakes 
Mr. Pilkington then sold him to Mr. J. B. 
Joel for £40,000. Mr. Purefoy personally 
worked the commission on behalf of Prince 
Palatine for the St. Leger, and this also was 
a bad race for the ring. He has been de- 
scribed as a second Captain Machell, who was 
the bete noire of the Ais gs of his day. 
It, is certain there is no man so shrewd asa 
backer among those who are racing to-day. 

Mr. Pureíoy was as good a judge oí a 
jockey as he was oí a horse. Bernard Dillon, 
who won the Derby on Lemberg, and became 
champion jockey, served his apprenticeship 
with bim, and Mr. Purefoy brought him from 
Ireland to introduce him to English racing. 
Of late years-Mr. Purefoy had not been 
actively interested in racing, but he had a 
few yearlings, which were sent up for sale 
annually from the Greenfield Stud, in Tip- 
perary, where at one time stood those great 
stud horses, Charles O'Malley and By 
George !, which were owned by a syndicate, 
of which he was a member.

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DISCONTENT IN THE] 


CIVIL SERVICE. 


POSITION OF CLERICAL 
GRADES, 


nian = 
GOVERNMENT INQUIRY 
DEMANDED, 
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That there is discontent in the Irish Free 
State Civil Service over rates of pay and 
conditions was made evident at the first 
annual conference of the Civil Service Clerical 
Association, held last night in Wynn's Hotel, 
Abbey street, Dublin—Mr, M. O'Sullivan 
presiding. i 
After a discussion of the attitude of tne 
Department of Finance to the Associdtion, 
the meeting passed a resolution calling for 
the appointment of a commission of inquiry 
into the organisation of the Civil Service, 
with terms of reference covering, inter. alia 
(a) salary scales; (b) the establishment of a 
promotions board; (c) conciliation machinery, 
and (d) the cost of living bonus. 

“CALLOUS INDIFFERENCE.” 

The Chairman said that the attitude of the 
Department of Finance towards the Associa- 
tion had not altered materially since he ad- 
dressed them last. In June last a deputation 
from the executive was received by the 
Minister, and the position of the Association 
regarding the wailed Representative Council 
and the right of their general secretary to 
reasonable replies to communications addressed 
to the Ministry were discussed. The Minister 
promised due and careful consideration of all 
these matters, but they had not had any 
communication on the matter from him since. 
Repeated questions addressed to him in the 
Dail had elicited no other reply than the 
reiteration that the matter was ‘‘ under con- 
sideration.” 

This attitude of the Minister could be 
regarded only as one of callous indifference to 
the legitimate demands of the clerical grades. 
They were justified in coming to this con- 
clusion by the manner in which the Ministe 
replied to questions on their conditions ad- 
dressed to him on the discussion of the 
estimates. On this occasion he delivered a 
statement full of glaring inaccuracies, a 
statement, calculated to convey to the public 
mind the impression that the members of the 
clerical grades had nothing to complain of ; 
were employed under ideal and most 
couraging conditions; suffered ‘no undue 
hardship by the '“temporary ” ban on Lro- 
motions, and were as well paid as the re- 
sponsibility oí the duties periormed by them 
merited, 

REGARDED WITH CONTEMPT, 

The Minister, aided and abetted by his 
advisers in the Department of Finance, had 
consistently igrored and treated with con- 
tempt reasonable and temperate communica- 
tions on service matters addressed to his 
department by the Association. They were 
still referred to the futile Representative 
Council for the discussion of their affairs, 
and unless they’ at that conference decided 
on more aggressive action, more publicity 
and propaganda, their position was not ‘ikely 
to improve in the near future, . 

An intensive campaign would have to be 
inaugurated to bring public opinion to beat 
on the conduct of the Minister. If the claims 
of the clerical grades were examined by an 
impartial committee of laymen they were 
assured that the present system of one grade 
being paid three different scales of salary, 
although all were engaged on the same “less 
of work, would be swept away. The refusal 
to reward merit and service by legitimate 
promotion could not possibly be defended if 
the public interest was aroused and brought 
to bear on the matter. 

The steps they had taken up to the present 
had borne little fruit. The over-riding veto 
of the permanent heads of the Department 
of Finance and the _ indifference of the 
Minister and his surprising ignorance of their 
conditions were prejudicial to any chance of 
their achieving their moderate demands. 

RE-ORGANISATION SUGGESTED. 

An entire re-organisation of the service 
was imperative, and he suggested that they 
should take whatever steps were necessary 
to compel the Government to set up 
a commission, such as had 


@T)- 


been 
appointed by the present British Govern- 
ment, to inquire into the entire working 
of the Civil Service, its salary scales, system 
of recruitment, avenues of promotion and 
general conditions. Such a Commission, left 
entirely free and untrammelled by official in- 
fluence, to take evidence and make recom- 
mendations to which the Government should 
undertake to give statutory effect, could not 
fail to grant 100 per cent. of the demands gi 
that Association. 

In order to further the appointment of that 
Commission, full use must be made of the 
Dail and Press. The C.S8.C.A. could rely on 
mahy deputies on all sides of the House to 
give their sympathetic assistance to it. 

A comprehensive publicity campaign should 
he carried out by the incoming Executive. lí 
this were done, he ventured to hope that 
when the next delegate conference met all 
their present troubles would be cleared away. 


RATES OF PAY. 

Throughout the year they had heard from 
time to time of Government grants being 
given to outside bodies, such as the National 

heatre and the Irish International Grand 
Prix. The Minister had no trouble whatso- 
ever in justifying this expenditure, but when 
the employés of the Government asked for 
reasonable rates of pay to enable them to live 
in a moderate degree of comfort as decent 
citizens, their request was refused on the 
grounds that the economic condition of the 
State would not justify the extra expense. 

The position of the Civil Service in this 
country to-day, and of their grade in par 
ticular, was a helpless one, and unless they 
took immediate steps to change the present 
system of official despotism it would continue 
to be so. (Applause.) 

ACTIVE DISCONTENT. 

In the annual report it was stated that the 
responsibility for the unsatisfactory relation- 
ship existing between the clerical grades and 
the Department of Finance rested entirely 
with the latter, 

The General Secretary, Mr. A. Heron, said 

that they would have to consider how long 
they could afford to go on awaiting the reply 
of the Minister to their just and fair demands 
on the subject mentioned by the Chairman, 
and they might have to consider the question 
of other methods to get a square deal for the 
lower grade civil service in this country. Ser- 
vice conditions, he said, were a maze of in- 
consistency that ought to be removed. 
Mr. J. D. Donovan (Post Office), propos- 
ing the adoption of the annual report, said 
that there was no disloyalty to the Govern- 
ment in the service, but there was active dis- 
content. That active discontent was largely 
responsible for the big number of resignations 
from the service 

Mr. G. Loughrey, seconding the adoption of 
the report, said that they numbered in their 
ranks a huge number of men who were re- 
sponsible for the establishment of the State. 
The policy of the Department of Finance was 
not based on the traditions of Irish nationality 
and Irish justice. 

Mr. M. Daly (National Education) said that 
the Press of the country was neither national! 
nor independent. 

Mr. Murphy (Land Commission) said that 
there was no reason why the Press should 
Start a crusade in their fayour or anybody 
else’s favour if it was not of public interest, 
SUGGESTED DAIL REPRESENTATION. 
Mr. McGrath (Ministry for Industry and 
Commerce) said that they should endeavour 
to get a representative in the Dail. They 
should not wait any longer for Mr. Blythe's 
reply, but should start an aggressive policy 
against him and ‘‘ the minions of Merrion 
street.’" They had been too long waiting at 
the doorstep of Mr. Blythe's house.

COMMISSION CALLED FOR. 

The conference passed a resolution, on tiv 
motion of Mr. Burke (Agriculture), seconded 
by Mr. Kelly (National Education), calling 
tor the appointment of a commission of in 
quiry jnto the organisation of the Civil Ser- 
vice, with terms of reference covering 
inter alia (a) salary scales, (b) the establish- 
ment of 3 Promotion Board. (ce) conciliation 
machinery, and (d) the cost of living bonus. 

Mr. Duffy (Agriculture), supporting the 
motion, said that people were leaving under 
Article 10 because they could not trust the 
Government. The Government had given 
proof thet it could not be trusted. 

Mr. Donovan, supporting, said that the 
under grades of the Civil Service were under- 
paid and over-worked, Thev never knew 
what Department of Finance circular would 
come out altering the conditions of service. 
These. were the things that were carrving 
out all the unrest in the service. 

Mr. Buckmaster (Public Works) said that 
such an inquiry would reveal a new bureau- 
Cracy in this country. lt was pertectly ip- 
parent that the Minister was merely a mouih- 
piece. The permanent heads of departments 
were the real governing body, and their policy 
was to keep down the scale of pay of the 
lower grades of the Service. 

Mr, Burke (Agricultural) said that he would 
support a Commission of Inquiry that was a 
Government inquiry, and not an inter-depart 
mental In uiry, It was people like Mr. 
Boland, O.B.E. and others with British de- 
corations across their shoulders, rather than 
Mr. Blvthe, they had to ficht. (Hear. hear.) 

Mr. Daly (Education) and Mr. O'Shea (Re- 
venue Commissioners), who complained of 
methods of promotion, also supported the re- 
solution. 

A GOVERNMENT INQUIRY. 

Mr. Heron, Secretary, said that it was the 
intention of the Executive that this Com- 
mission should be a Government mquiry. and 
not one by an inter-deparimental committee 
To remove the cost of living bonus, he said. 
would be to put the lower grade officers on 
salaries that would not even enable them to 
starve. There was no doubt in the mind of 
the Civil Service Clerical Association that 
there was extravagance in the Government 
service in this country. There was no doubt 
that that money could he saved, but a Com 
mission of Inquiry would show that it would 
not be saved at the expense of the lower 
grades. 

JUNIOR GRADES’ GRIEVANCES. 

Mr. Loughrey (Defence) moved a resolu- 
tion strongly condemning the attitude adopted 
by the Department of Finance towards the 
junior grades of the Service, particularly with 
regard to grievances calling for immediate re- 
dress, and protests against the unjustifiable 
delay on the part of the Minister in institut- 
ing proper conciliatory machinery.

The action brought against the Dublin 
Union Commissioners to show cause why they 
refused applications from a number of 
alleged destitute persons in Dublin for out- 
door relief came on for hearing before Mr. 
—_ Meredith in the High Court yester- 
ay. 

On Monday, counsel for the plaintiffs made 
an application for the attendance of the 
Secretary of the Ministry of Justice, and the 
production by him of the dietary scale of 
the inmates of Mountjoy prison and regula- 
tions appertaining thereto, submitting that 
those documents would constitute material 
proofs in the case. Already orders had been 
obtained, it was pointed out, by which 
official documents from other public depart- 
ments would be produced at the proceedings. 

Mr. Justice Meredith ordered that the 
prison. dietary scale should be produced at 
the opening of the case yesterday. 

It was pointed out when the case was 
taken up yesterday that certain relief was 
granted by the Commissioners since the 
present action was brought against them. 
The case hinged on the interpretation of 
““due relief’? under the statute. The 
laintiffs contended ‘that they had been un- 
airly treated, sought an adjustment of 
weekly payments, and claimed arrears oí 
relief, 

Mr. Justice Meredith commented that the 
claim for arrears was rather startling. If a 
person were able to satisfy the court that he 
had received less outdoor relief than he was 
entitled to for tears past, and an order for 
the payment of arrears were given, the 
destitute applicant then might be in a 
position to take a nice little bungalow and 
recuperate by the seaside. 

Pg hearing is expected to take several 
ays.

be person, permanently disabled from labour 

y reason of infirmity or of severe sickness, 
and thereby deprived of earning a subsistence. 
The plaintiff, Mary O’Connor, claims further, 
a judicial declaration that weekly payment to 
her of 5s. did not constitute due relief, to 
which she was by law entitled. Each of the 
plaintiffs also claims an order determining 
the amount of the weekly or other sum to 
which he or she is entitled by wav of due 
relief; an inquiry as to what sums ought to 
have been paid by way of due relief, and an 
order for payment of the amount so found. 

ALLEGATIONS DENIED, 

The plaintiffs, in their statement. of claim, 
alleged that they. had been deprived of the 
due relief to which by law they were en- 
titled, and that in consequence they had 
suffered frequently from lack of clothing, 
from cold, hunger, and starvation, and had 
been reduced to conditions of the most 
abject misery. 

The defendants denied ihese allegations, 
and stated that, as guardians of the poor, 
they had administered due relief to the 
plaintiffs in accordance with the statutes, 
rules, and regulations governing the 
administration of relief. In <«dministering 
the relief, except in so far as they had dis- 
cretionary power, they were acting under the 
direction and control of the Minrster for 
Local Government and Public. Health... All 
claims by the plaintiffs were barred by the 
Local Government (Ireland): Act, 1898 . (61 
and 62 Vic., cap. 37), and the plaintiffs were 
not entitled’ to the. relief claimed im ‘the 
action. : i : 
' §UED AS INDIVIDUALS. 

Mr. Henry at the outset asked the Court 
to amend the title of the. suit, in order ‘that 
the defendants would appear in it in their 
representative capacity as guardians of the 
poor of the Dublin Union. 

Mr, Duffy said that he would raise no 
objection to that, and the Court amended 
the title of the action accordingly. 

Mr. Henry said that under the Poor Relief 
Act the guardians of the poor were a body 
politic and corporate.” The former Poor Law 
Guardians of the Dublin Union had been 
dissolved by the Minister after inquiry, and 
the defendants named in the writ personally 
were appointed to act as Guardians. 

Mr. Duffy remarked that. the defendants 
were’ individually liable. 

Mr. Henry said that at the time when the 
relief was claimed the parties ‘in the writ 
were not named the Guardians. eens 

Mr. Duffy—We are suing them as in- 
dividuals, and not as a corporation. 


‘ON VERGE OF.STARVATION.” | 

Counsel then opened the case for the plain- 
tiffs, who, he-said, instituted the action for 
a declaration of right. The action’ was 
brought by members of the most helpless and 
humble class of the community, who invoked 
the protection of the Court against an in- 
tolerable wrong. They were utterly destitute, 
and suffering from seriogs ill-health, They 
came before the Court on behalf of them- 
selves and their dependents to obtain a judi- 
cial declaration that they were entitled 
to live.. They said that their desperate cir- 
cumstances entitled them to receive due re- 
lief out of public money, and asked to 
have it determined what due relief meant. 

All the plaintiffs existed on the verge ot 
starvation. In some cases relief was refused 
altogether until the present action was 
instituted, and after that they got relief to 
the extent which enabled them to live pre- 
cariously. They Claimed, however, to be 
entitled to something more. They claimed 
due relief, which he described as adequate 
provision for food and shelter, fire and light, 
and for clothing, at least. In the case of 
food particularly, they claimed due relief. 
Mr. Justice Meredith—If they claimed 
and got what I thought might be adequate, 
or what others thought was adequate, 
everyone would be coming in here for relief. 
Probably what due relief means is the taking 
of all the circumstances into consideration. 

MEANING OF “DUE RELIEF.” 

Mr. Duffy said that what was intended to 
be conveyed by due relief was what was 
yeasonable and adequate to maintain a 
person in present circumstances, in regard to 
food, fire and clothing, or a fair allowance 
for. proper subsistence, according to the 
exigencies of each individual case. Ii a 
person were married it should be a fair 
allowance for himself, his wife and children, 
if he had children. : 
Mr. Justice Meredith—Would it be possible 
to do that on Ws. a week? 

Mr. Duffy answered that if the law 
required to be changed it would be a matter 
for the other side to get it changed, but 
the real question which he asked the court 
to determine was what did due relief mean? 
Mr. Justice Meredith observed that in 
defining that question the economic situation 
would have to be taken into consideration. 
Sometimes in view of that, swage earners 
would be living on the wage of starvation 
unless competition brought down the cost of 
the necessaries of life. He did not know 
upon what other basis it could be fixed, . 
Mr. Duffy said that the cost of living 
should be taken into account in coming to 
that determination. - 

Mr. Justice Meredith said that. he con- 
sidered that the. value of money should also 
be taken into account; for, in his opinion, 
what would be due relief before the war 
would not be due relief now. 

Mr. Duffy contended that the matter 
should be approached for interpretation in the 
light of existing circumstances, and not as 
if the claimants were nuisances and not 
entitled to what they sought, but were 
seeking privileges. 

Mr. Justice ‘Meredith—Yes, as long as we 
have enought to go round. 


A DAIL DECLARATION. ; 
Mr. Duffy recalled the solemn declaration 
of Dail luan in 1919, which, he said, 
averred that every eitizen of the coun 
was entitled to a fair share of the nations 
wealth. That, he trusted, was still to be 
regarded as being the law in having a 
bearing upon the statute.

POSITION OF A CRIPPLE. 


four cases. Mary O’Connor was 54 years of 
age and was hopelessly and permanently 
crippled with rheumatism for four years, and 
as a consequence was confined to her room. 
She was living with her sister, who was sick 
and destitute and was getting 7s. 6d,- relief. 
For four weeks in 1925. she got 5s. relief, 
but from 1926 until 1928 she got no relief 
whatever. The relieving officer who visited 
her sister told Miss O’Connor that she could 
not get relief until she went in person to 
the board room of the workhouse, but she 
could not have a cab and could not climb 
the stairs, owing to her condition in regard 
to funds and her health. 

In 1928, however, she got 5s. That meant 
12s. 6d. between those two sisters. Out of 
that, 2s. went in rent, which left 10s: 6d. 
to procure everything for their support and 
maintenance. No grant was made for coal 
in that case 


CASE OF A GRANDMOTHER. 

Mrs. Mary Healy was a widow, 73 years 
of age, and was permanently disabled by 
heart disease and rheumatism. In 1927, 
1928 and- 1929 she made applications for relief 
only to be refused each time, but after the 

resent action was instituted she was granted 

s. Gd. a week. ; 

The Relieving Officer alleged that, 34s. 6d. 
was going into her house every week. She 
was the guardian of a grandchild six years’ 
old, who got 10s. a wank under a separation 
order in order to keep her. There were three 
other grandchildren living with Mrs, Healy. 
One was 20, and would be receiving a British 
Governm-nt grant of 6s. a week until she 
was 21. Another was delicate, and the third, 
who was 22, was earning 13s. a week, but 
those people were in no way bound to sup- 
port their grandmother. The Relieving 
Officer, however, concluded that all of them 
could live upon the 34s. a week. 

Mr.. Justice Meredith—I think industry 
could provide a worse case than that. 

Mr. Duffy expressed the opinion that the 
woman. could not live in proper conditions 
upon 7s.. 6d. a week. 

Mr, Justice Meredith—It is.an old saying 
that one half of the world does not know 
how the cther half lives, and it appears to 
be exemplified in this instance. 

Mr. Duffy—That is what is happening 
in the present instance. | 

FOOD ORDERS. 

Mr. Justice Meredith remarked that serious 
** profiteering’’ had also to be considered in a 
situation of this nature. If, however, goods 
were purchased by tickets upon an organised 
basis, in most cases they could be got at 
half the present prices for distribution among 
the poor, In many. cases the poor were 
victimised for want of organised éffort to 
cope with their needs. 

ir. Duffy said. that. in some instances food 
orders were given, and while no attempt 
was made to control prices, competition made 
them fairly uniform. The trouble in that 
method was that nothing was given except a 
food order, but due relief meant something 
more than a food order. It must mean food, 
rent, lighting, fire and clothing, and every- 
thing that was necessary for health, apart 
from luxury. 


12s, A WEEK FOR: FOUR. 

Taking up the case of Michael Dempsey, 
counsel said that he had been mentally in- 
capacitated for seventeen years, and had been 

riodically in. an asylum since 1913, He 
ad a wile and four little girls, aged from 
three to ten years.. Under the regime of 
the old Board of Guardians he had: 17s. 
6d. a week. After his return tothe’ asylum 
in 1925 the family were for six weeks with- 
out any relief whatever. Then they got 5s., 
which was later increased to 10s., and still 
later to 15s., but they got nothing for coal 
charges, and the rent was ós. a week, That 
left the “woman .12s. á week upon which 
to support herself and her three little girls. 

“I do not know how they lived upon tt, 
or how they did it,” exclaimed counsel, who 
proceeded: to refer to the circumstances. of 
the case of Edward Tierney. He was  ó5 
years of age, and had first-rate discharges 
from the British end the Free. State 
Armies, and had excellent references from 
private employers.. His incapacity was due 
to hunger and want. He weighed. eight 
stone. . He had a wife and three infant 
children, two of whom had since died, The 
other child was 24: years old. They were 
striving to a rent of Is. 6d. a week, but 
could not do it. He made frequent applica- 
tions in 1926, 1927, 1928 and 1929 to get 
relief, but was unsuccessful, though he and 
his wife were starving. 


WIFE ARRESTED FOR BEGGING. 
In the summer of 1928 he got t5s. A 
‘summons ‘was issued against him for rent, 
and there was an order against him for the 
payment of 2s. ód. per week. In order to 
‘pay that there was nothing open to him but 
to beg, borrow or steal. | . 

His wife went out to beg, and was promptly 
arrested. The Corporation found him work, 
but on the first day he was employed he 
collapsed through sheer weakness. The 
people’ were starving and were unable to 
stand the strain of work, but the object of 
due relief was to tide them over a period of 
real want and assist in keeping them fit when 
work was offered. 

Since last summer in Tierney’s casé, despite 
his collapse. and the arrest of his wife for 
the offence of begging, the relief was reduced 
from 15s. to a food order for 12s. 6d., but 
there was no provision to pay rent or buy 
other necessaries, That was left to Providence, 
whereas the duty of the defendants was to 
provide for them. | 


ARREARS CLAIMED. 

During his ‘opening statement Mr. Duffy 
said that he was asking for arrears, too. 

Mr. Justice Meredith said that that was a 
bit startling. If a person for twenty years 
had been receiving 5s., instead of 15s., and if 
he was carried away by that suggestion and 
ordered payment of the arrears nm a lump 
sum, a person could take a nice little 
bungalow at Greystones and recuperate. 

r. Duffy—I do not think the suggestion 
is at all as extravagant as that. it; my 
health has been impaired by having to live on 
half of what 1 ought to have received, surely 
it is not improper ot ask the Court to in- 
demnify me for that. 

Counsel went at length into the statutory 
provisions for the relief of the destitute poor, 
and said that the section which was the founda- 
tion of this action was Section 1 of the Poor 
Relief Extension Act, 1847, under which they 
had a direct command to the Poor Law 
Guardians to provide due relief for thosé who 
were sick or destitute. Section 3 was im- 
portant, having regard to the defence that 
the defendants were acting under the Local 
Government Department. What was due 
relief was a matter for the individual 
guardians, and not for the supreme authority. 

Passing: from other Acts to the yeneral 
regulations for the relief of the destitute 
poor, he said that.it was left to the guardians 
to do the statutory duty of giving due relief, 
end he submitted that, if they gave him 
relief which he considered was not due relief, 
that did not in any way.debar him from seek- 
ing the relief in the court to which he 
believed he was entitled. If his statutory 
rights were invaded he had a remedy. 


STATUTORY RIGHTS. 


Mr, Justice Meredith said that, if assist- 
ance was refused on the ground that a person 
did not come within certain provisions, and a 
question then turned on the construction of a 
section, he did not sup that in such a 
case the defendants would dispute the plain- 
tiffs’ right to come to the court for a declara- 
tion as to the meaning of the section; but 
what Mr. Gavan Duffy was seeking to do was. 
something very different. If Mr. Gavan 
Duffy was right as regards the whole -case, 
anybody who 5s. a week relief and 
thought he should get-7s. 6d, could launch an 
action in ‘the courts. Surely that never could 
have been intended. . |
